RUMORS AND TALK ABOUT THE 
NEW-YORK QUARREL. 

WHAT IS SAID OF THE PROPOSED TRADE OF 
ROBERTSON FOR CHANDLER—ITS CON- 
SUMMATION THOUGHT IMPROBABLE— 
HAS THE PRESIDENT VIOLATED THE 
LAW 2—DEMOCRATIO OPINIONS. 

WassIncton, May 11.—The reported 
proposition to withdraw the nominations of 

Judge Robertson and William E. Chandler, 

for Collector at New-York and for Solicitor- 

General, was very generally discussed to-day 

in political circles, but few persons seemed to 

regard it with seriousness. The general im- 

pression is that the President cannot, without 

subjecting himself to ridicule, withdraw the 
nomination of Judge Robertson to bs 

Collector unless that gentleman should 

request its withdrawal, and friends of the 

resident are confident that he will not under 
any circumstances withdraw Judge Robert- 
son’s name unless he receives a notification 
from that gentleman that he does not desire 
the office. But even should the President act 
on the suggestion attributed to Senator Blair, 
and substitute Chandler for Robertson, it is 

not likely that the situation would be im- 

proved, so far as the opposition of the 

New-York Senators is concerned. Mr. 

Chandler, who is one of the most adroit 

politicians in the country, is known to 

be one of Secretary Blaine’s most trusted 
lieutenants, and it is not likely, therefore, that, 
if there were no other grounds for objection, 

Mr. Conkling would consent to placing Mr. 

Chandler in possession of the power and pat- 

ronage of the New-York Custom-house. 


While little reliance seems to be placed in the 
report that the “swap” ailuded to is seriously 
contemplated, it is perHaps significant that 
some Senators regard it favorably, admit that 
it has some earnest advocates, and intimate 
that it is not an improbable contingency. bs 

The action of the Committee on_ the Judi- 
ciary to-day in relation to Mr. Chandler’s 
nomination to be Solicitor-General is also 
held by some to be significant in connection 
with the proposed ‘“‘swap.” It was expected 
that the committee would to-day dispose of 
Mr. Chandler’s nomination, but after a brief 
discussion it was postponed, on motion of a 
Republican member, Those who are inclined 
to believe that the ‘‘ swap” is really contem- 

lated regard this action as springing froma 

esire on the part of the Republican members 
of the committee to avoid further complica- 
tions relative to the Robertson difficulty until 
the Republican Senators, in pursuance of the 
understanding at yesterday’s caucus, shall 
have an opportunity to exert their efforts to 
bring about a satisfactory settlement of the 
trouble over contested nominations. 

There are indications that the controversy 
is not to be confined to Republican Senators. 
Some of the Democrats have been discussing 
among themselves the action of the President 
in withdrawing the nominations of Messrs. 
Woodford, Payn, McDougall, Tenney, and 
Tyler, and have come to the conclusion that 
the President has performed an extraordinary 
if not a positively unlawful act. The Tenure 
of Office act provides that ‘‘ the President shall, 
within 30 days after the commencement 
of each session of the Senate, nominate persons 
to fijl all vacancies which existed at the meet- 
ing of the Senate, whether temporarily filled 
or not.”” The five names withdrawn were sent 
to the Senate in obedience to this mandator 
provision of the law, to fill vacancies whic 
sxisted at the meeting of the Senate. It is not 
denied that the President had the right 
to withdraw the nominations, but it 
is denied that he has the right to 
withdraw nominations to fill existing 
vacancies without at the time or within the 
limitation prescribed by the statute submit- 
ting other nominations for the Senate’s ad- 
vice and consent, Senator Pendleton and 
other prominent Democratic Senators are re- 
ported as taking the ground that the manner 
of the withdrawal is a violation of the Tenure 
of Office act, and that whatever may have 
been the purpose of the President his ac- 
tion has the appearance of an attempt to 
coerce the Senate into acting upon a 
particular nomination, made for a place that 
is now filled by an incumbent confirmed by 
the Senate whose legal term of office has two 
, years to run, before acting upon nominations 
to fill vacancies. .These vacancies, it is held, 
can only be filled with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, and the action of the President 
in withdrawing the nominations without send- 
ing in othersis a violation of the law above 
quoted, and a practice which, if permitted to 
pass unchallenged, may result disastrously to 
the public service. It is said that at the proper 
time this question will be formally brought to 
the attention of the Senate by Mr. Pendleton. 

The Star to-day reports a Democratic Sena- 
tor from the South-west as expressing the fol- 
towing views on the Robertson contest: 
“While I take very little interest in the mat- 
ter other than so far as it affects or can be 
used to help the Democratic Party, Iam clearly 
of the opinion that it is the duty of Democratic 
Senators to sustain Conkling. There has been 
2 tendency for years,’’ said the Senator, “‘and 
it continues to grow, for the Executive de- 
partment to encroach upon the prerogatives 
of the islative- branch, It should be 
stopped. No President ever assumed a dic- 
tatorial course toward the legislative de- 
partment of our Government such as the 
present occupant of the White House has, and, 
should he be sustained, there-is no tellin 
where. he will stop. I think it is the policy o 
the Democrats to support Conkling in this 
fight, because I think it will do much to dis- 
rupt the Republican Party. We cannot hope 
to drive Conkling out of the party, no matter 
how often we may ‘crush’ him. We may, by 
helping to defeat Robértson, cause such a split 
in the Republican Party in New-York as 
will enable us to carry it with ease in 
the next election; but as I said in the 
outset, it is no funeral of ours. We have no 
favors to ask of the Administration. and 
this ery by some that we must sustain 
the President in order to get him to pursue a 
conciliatory course toward the Scuth is all 
bosh. How can he hurt the Soutk? Each of 
the Southern States has her own local Govern- 
ment in the hands of the Democracy. He 
eannot interfere in any way with the affairs 
of a single State. He cannot at this late 
day send the military into a sin- 

le Southern State any more than 

e could into one of the New-England States, 
and I am tired of this cowardly and syco- 

antic twaddle upon the part of some of our 
foothern Senators, who are eternally pander- 
ing to the powers that be. We must, in the 
future, pursue a more manly and independent 
course, ask no political favors of the Admin- 
lsation, and hold ourselves in a position to 
vote as we please on all questions, with an eye, 
at all times, to the best method of helping to 
strengthen our party at the expense of the 
quarrels of the Republicans.”

tee under the will, it may sometimes become 
necessary for the Treasury Departmentto re- 
quire him to produce a certified copy of the 
will to ascertain whether it confers upon him 
the authority to make the application. The 
Treasury Deparment is not bound to look be- 
yond the face of the bond, and it will save 
much trouble if Trustees understand these facts, 
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THE VIRGINIA CONSERVATIVES. 


THEIR STATE COMMITTEE HIGHLY PLEASED 
WITH THE CAMPAIGN PROSPECTS. 

RrcumMonpD, Va., May 11.—A called meet- 
ing of the State Conservative Democratic Com- 
mittee was held here to-day for the purpose of 
allowing members to exchange views on the 
political situation in Virginia, and to decide 
upon the propriety of changing the time of as- 
sembling of the Democratic State Convention. 


All the members of the committee were in ex- 
cellent spirits, and express the opinion thatthe 
prospects of Democratic success in the ap- 
proaching State contest are highly encourag- 
ing. Resolutions embodying these sentiments 
were adopted by the committee, also calling 
upon the people of all parts of the Common- 
wealth to organize as rapidly as possible. A

ASSESSMENT INSURANCE COMPANIES. 
HARRISBURG, May 11.—Delegates to the 
number of 60, representing a number of the mu- 
tual assessment insurance companies of the State, 
met in convention in this city to-day. Seversl 
speeches were made. apologizing for the 
nefarious business as practiced by most 
of the companies, after which  resolu- 


tions were adopted eulogizing the system, 
which, it is claimed, brings the benefits of life in- 
surance within reach of the poor as well as 
the rich, and declaring the necessity of 
proper legislation for the protection of the com- 
panies and policy-holders in the enjoyment of 
their vested rights. Another set of resolutions 
was adopted declaring the necessity for a feasible 
and comprehensive plan by which frauds and im- 
positions upon assessment companies can _ be 
effectually met and prevented, and recommending 
the establishment of a general office at Harris- 
burg for the use of an organization to be composed 
of a Board of Directors, consisting of one 
from each company, who shall make such 
rules and regulations as are deemed expedient 
for carrying out the objects of the companies. 
They also thank the Legislature for the passage of 
a bill now pending punishing dishonest agents 
and phvsicians and inviting a thorough investiga- 


tion of the companies by a committee of the Legis- | 


lature before restrictive legislation is adopted.

A BLAZE AT NIAGARA FALLS. 

ProsPect Hovusr, NraGara Fats, May 
11.—At 10:30 o’clock this evening a fire was discov- 
ered in an enormous straw-stack belonging to the 
Niagara Falls Paper Mill. It was only a few mo- 
ments befere the stack was in full blaze, and quick- 
ly spreading to the mills. The whole were soon on 
fire. The flames shot out from the windows and 
roofs, forming a grand spectacle and brilliantly 
illuminating the falls. The fire is still raging. The 
Niagara Falls Fire Department are battling with 
the flames, and they will save the bridges and the 
small buildings.opposite. The paper mill company 
had only to-day started new machinery they had 
put in at a cost of over $5,000. The loss on the mills 
and stock will be over $200,000, with not more 
than $50,000 insurance. No power can save any of 
the main buildings. The loss will be deeply felt 
bere. About 60 men will be thrown out of em- 


ployment.

FRENCH COERCION IN TUNIS

AN ARMY TO ENTER THE CAPITAL 
OF THE BEY. 

A TREATY PROTECTING THE ALGERIAN FRON- 
TIER TO BE EXTORTED—AN OFFICIAL 
CIRCULAR DEFINING THE POLICY OF 
FRANCE—INDIGNATION IN ITALY. 

Paris, May 11.—A dispatch from Tunis 
states that a French force has arrived at Dje- 
deida, six leagues from Tunis. It will proceed 
in the direction of the Bards, although there is 
no question of its entering Tunis. The dis- 
patch continues: “ This movement is expected 
to facilitate the negotiations with the Bey for 
the conclusion of a treaty of guarantees, 
which, while respecting the rights of Europeau 
nations, will insure security to the Algerian 
frontier and provide against a renewal of anti- 
French intrigues.”’ 

A yellow book on Tunis and Algeria will be 
distributed among the Deputies to-morrow. It 
includes a circular of M. Barthélemy St. 
Hilaire, defining the object of the Tunis expe- 
dition as the definite pacification and delimita- 
tion of the eastern frontier of Algeria and the 
conclusion of a treaty guaranteeing Algeria 
against frontier raids and French interests 
against disloyal intrigues. “ Prudence,” it 
says, “obliges France to watch solicitations 
which may be pressed upon the Bey and which 


might become a source of grave embarrass- 
ment to Algeria. The causes of the change 
in the Bey’s feelings toward France 
would be too delicate a matter to investigate. 
The present crisis is due to the persistent war 
waged during the past two years against all 
French interests in Tunis.” The circular justi- 
fies the French refusal to recognizes the Porte’s 
suzerainty. ‘‘The expedition meets the ap- 
proval of Europe wherever, prejudice does 
not blind men’s eyes. All civilized nations 
will profit by the change which France will 
effect. There is nothing to prevent us from 
doing for Tunis, without conquest and without 
fighting, what we do in Algeria and what 
England does in India.” 

Lonpon, May 11.—A dispatch from_Paris 
says: ‘*M. Barthélemy Saint Hflaire, French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has received a 
dispatch from the British Government laying 
special stress on the displeasure with which 
the English would see so important a harbor 
as Bizerta in the hands of a European power.” 

A dispatch from Rome says: ‘There is 
strong indignation here against the French 
proceedings in Tunis. Premier Cairoli, in the 
Chamber of Deputies, yesterday, on being 
asked by Signor Guiccioli regarding the ru- 
mors of the fealian Consul’s intrigues in Tunis 
and the report of his recali, interrupted him 
in the middle of the question and said: ‘We 
never even thought of recalling Signor 
Maceio. The accusations against him are 
false.’ Signor Cavalleto, the nominal leader 
of the Right, had given notice that he would 
call the attention of the Minister of Marine to 
the necessity of having Italy’s forces, espe- 
cially the Navy, ready against aggression or 
for upholding the dignity of thenation. Signor 
Cairoli said that Vice-Admiral Acton, the 
Minister, was absent on account of ill-health, 
but that if present he would doubtless have 
been able to give Signor Cavalleto the desired 
assurances.”’ 

A Paris dispatch says: ‘ Various journals 
here mention the possible deposition of. the 
Bey, whose successor would be, not the legiti- 
mate heir, but a younger brother, who is fa- 
vorable to France. The general opinion is 
that the Bey’s continued resistance will make 
necessary the occupation of the capital.” 

Romn, May 11.—It is believed that the 
negotiations for the healing of party 
dissensions in the Italian Parliament, 
broug#t about by the strong feeling in 
regard to Tunis, and which were continued 
to-day will result in the poeenenness of any 
motion on foreign affairs hostile to Government 
on the understanding that the Cabinet will 
soon be modified. The Parliamentary situa- 
tion, however, is considered grave. 

Lonpon, May 12.—A dispatch from La Calle, 
dated Tuesday, says it has been decided that 
Gens. Dellecque and Logerot’s divisions and 
the forces landed at Biserta shall concentrate 
on the plain of Medjerda near Tnnis. 

A dispatch from Constantinoplesays: “Two 
small Government steamers havo left here for 
Tunis, one conveying Shiek Baffer as Immpe- 
rial Comniissioner.”’ 

A dispatch from Tunis, dated Wednesday, 
reports that the French Gen. Breart’s col- 
umn of 4,000 men is encamped at Sabella, 
which is a few miles from the Bardo. 
The excitement atthe capital 1s very great, 
but the Bey and the Ministry are determined 
toremain atthe Bardo Palace, fearing that 
by leaving they would endanger the public se- 


curity. 

A Paris correspondent states that the Gov- 
ernment will to-day (Thursday) make a 
statement in both houses relative to 
Tunis, which will be intended also to 
reassure Europe. The correspondent fore- 
shadows this statement as follows: ‘The 
treaty which is to be imposed will re- 
spect existing treaties between the Bey and 
foreign powers and stipulate for a better finan- 
cial system and regular and satisfactory 
judicial administration. Military operations 
will not be actively pushed, though the occu- 
pation will aa og be prolonged for 
some time. If the Bey persists in a re- 
fusal to negotiate, the Government 
may be obliged to depose him. It will not be 
the fault of France if everything is not con- 
cluded by the signing of treaty guarantees by 
the end of the month.” 
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THE BRADLAUGH OATH CASE. 

A PROTEST AGAINST THE EJECTMENT—MR. 
BRADLAUGH PERSISTING IN HIS CLAIM, 
Lonpon, May 11.—It is expected that 

the Parliamentary Oaths bill will not come 

on in the House of Commons until after the 

Whitsuntide recess. Sir Stafford Northcote’s 

resolution adopted yesterday prevents Mr. 

Bradlaugh from making any further efforts 

within the House. 

In the House of Commons to-day the 

Speaker read a letter from Mr. Bradlaugh, 

protesting against his forcible ejectment from 


the House. The Speaker said the letter would 
appear on the notes to-morrow, and that it 
would be competent for any member to raise 
debate upon it as a question of privilege. 

The Press Assoctation says: “Mr. Brad- 
laugh states that he claims exactly the same 
legal right to enter the House of Commons as 
he did before the passage of the resolution 
excluding him, against which he has sent a 
formal written protest.” 

The piaintiff in the action for penalties 
against Mr. Bradlaugh has given notice of his 
intention to apply for leave to sign the judg- 
ment and to issue an execution, with the 
object of bankrupting Mr. Bradlaugh. The 
latter will resist, pending a decision by the 
House of Lords. 
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STATE AFFAIRS OF TURKEY. 
THE GREEK CESSION—A CHRISTIAN RISING 
IN MACEDONIA—ABDUL AZIZ’S SLAYERS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 11.—It is stated 
that Germany has sounded the other powers 
upon the expediency of a common engagement 
between them to secure a prompt transfer of 
the ceded territorv to Greece in order to pre- 
vent the Greek revolutionary party from gain- 
ing ground. 

Sopuia, May 11.—News has been received 
here that the Christian population of Ko- 
ritscha, Macedonia, has risen against the 
Turks on account of heavy taxation and 
abuses by the authorities. Some fighting has 
taken place, and a number of persons were 
killed. The Christians were victorious. 

Lonpon, May_11.—A Constantinople dis- 
—_— says: ‘‘Midhat Pasha has arrived 
rom Smyrna to give explanations concerning 
the death of Abdul Aziz. There isa strong 


current of opinion here that Abdul Aziz com-. 


mitted suicide in the manner stated at the 
time of his death.’’ 

Lonpon, May 12.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says’ it now appears that 
ex-Sultan Murad is implicated in the 
murder of Abdul Aziz. bué will not 


be tried, because he isinsane. The Sultan, de- 
spite epee to the contrary, is determined to 
bring all the other perpetrators of the crime to 
justice. 

An Athens correspondent telegraphs as fol- 
lows: ‘The Premier has assured me that the 
occupation of the ceded territory will begin 
before the end of the present month. The for- 
eign Ministers declare that they are satisfied of 
the good faith of the Porte.”’

Vienna, May 11.—The Emperor Francis 
Joseph has granted amnesty to all persons im- 
prisoned for offenses arising from poverty or 
which were not premeditated. 

BERLIN, May 11.—The Emperor William re- 
turned to this city to-day. He will hold an in- 
spection of the Postsdam garrison to-morrow. 

The opening of the Electric Railway to 
Lichterfeld, Prussia, is fixed for to-morrow. 

An international exhibition, instituted with 
a view to the protection of patents and trade- 
marks, was opened yesterday at Frankfort. 

The coup d’état of the Prince of Bulgaria 
has created a sensation in Berlin and Vienna. 
The Liberal papers consider that he has made 


a great mistake, and that he has taken an atti- 
tude which is unworthy of his German origin. 
Gen. Ernroth, who is now virtual Dictator, is 
a Russian officer. 

Before departing for Bayreuth, Wagner, the 
composer, was presented by the company 
which recently produced his opera with a 
costly epergne adorned with figures of the 
Muses and surmounted by the genius of music, 
with an appropriate inscription. 

Two Hamburg Senators have arrived here

THE DISORDERS IN RUSSIA

GRAVE PROBLEMS FOR THE NEW 
EMPEROR. 

IMMENSE LOSSES BY THE ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS 
—THE PROMISED REFORMS—AN IMPE- 
RIAL MANIFESTO CALLING FOR POPULAR 
AID IN THE SUPPRESSION OF NIHILISM. 

Sr. PerersBurG, May 11.—The Czar held 
a grand review to-day of all the troops 
here. The troops and the enormous assem- 
blage of the public received the Czar with 
great enthusiasm. The Empress drove down 
the ranks of the parade in an open carriage. 
= The losses by the riots at Hlizabethgrad, in 
which the Jews suffered terribly, are officially 
stated at 2,000,000 rubles, and private esti- 
mates make them much larger. 

The Poriadok publishes a letter from Odessa 
which says that, in consequence of the disor- 
ders, trade there and in the district is com- 
pletely paralyzed. Serious disturbances have 


occurred at Baku, in the Caucasus, between 
the Russians and Mussulmans, but the mili- 
tary restored order. One Mussulman was 
killed and three were wounded. 
lasted three days. 

The Police have arrested a man who is be- 
lieved to be a prominent Nihilist. He is 
charged with complicity in the murder of the 
Czar and with planning the Little Garden- 
street mine. He was present at the recent ex- 
ecutions in the space in front of the scaffold 
reserved for officers and representatives of the 
press. His sister has also been arrested. 

The Poriadok annou:ces on good authority 
the impending ey tere of Gen. Milutin 
as Governor of the Caucasus; Count Heyden, 
now Chief of Staff, as Governor of Finland, 
and Gen. Varontzoff Dushkoff as Minister of 
the Imperial Household. ; 

An official dispatch announces that order 
has been restored at Kieff, but that there has 
been further serious rioting at Vasilikow, 
where the people attacked the Jews at the rail- 
way station, where the latter were about to 
leave town. Troops had to go to the rescue 
of the Hebrews. Similar, but less serious, ex- 
cesses have occurred at Ananjeff and Konotop. 

The Czar has issued a manifesto reminding 
the people of the glorious Government of his 
father and the great reforms he accomplished. 
After alluding to the abominable murder of 
Alexander Ii., the manifesto says: ‘‘In the 
midst of our profound grief the voice of God 
commands us to courageously assume the gov- 
ernment of the country. Confiding in Divine 
Providence and in the power of the autocracy 
which for the welfare of the people we 
have been called upon to consolidate 
and defend against all attacks, we, in devoting 
ourselves to our high task, appeal to all faith- 
ful subjects to serve us and the State faith- 
fully and sincerely, in order to extirpate the 
horribly rebellious spirit which covers Russia 
with shame; to strengthen faith and morals, 
and place the education of the youth upon a 
sound foundation; to eradicate all that is con- 
trary to a sense of right and integrity, and to 
everywhere establish order ana justice,” 

VIENNA, May 11.—The Austrian Consul at 
Kieff reports to the Foreign Office that the 
warehouses of Jewish merchants in Kieff and 
other places in Southern Russia have been, 
since May 8, a prey to pillage. He calls the 
attention of the Austrian commercial com- 
munity to the facts, warning them to observe 
caution in their business transactions with 
Southern Russia. 

Lonpon, May 11.—The letter from a well- 
informed correspondent in Russia telegraphed 
from Paris says: ‘‘ The nearest approach that 
will be made to a Constitution will be an en- 
deavor to create in each Province a sort of 
local Council, to communicate its wishes to the 
central Government and to exert a kind of 
local control over the employment of the re- 
sources of the Province. Even this is depend- 
ent upon Gen. Melikoff retaining the ascend- 
ency.” 

Opr*sa, May 11.—A fight has occurred at 
Kissinéff between the Jews, who form one- 
third of the population, and the Russians. 
The troops suppressed the disturbance, and 
now patrol the streets. All the Jewish shops 
are closed. 

Lonpon, May 12.—A correspondent at St. 
Petersburg says he has been assured that, de- 
spite the autocratic toue of the Czar’s mani- 
festo, the convocation of Deputies to discuss 
reforms has not been lost sight of.

LAW-MAKERS IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


REFUNDING THE STATE DEBT—THE AD- 
JOURNMENT AND SALARY QUESTIONS. 

HARRISBURG, May 11.—The Senate, this 
afternoon, considered, in special session, the House 
bill providing for the refunding of $10,000,000 of 
the maturing State bonds. After a general debate 
the bill was amended so as to make 4 per cent. the 
maximum rate of interest, but authorizing the 
financial officer of the State to advertise for pro- 
posals for bonds at 344 and 3 per cent., and giving 
him power to accept such basis as he considers 
for the best interest of the Commonwealth. An 
amendment was also incorporated, providing 
that the bonds shall be redeemable in lawful 
coin of the United States. Other amendments were 
made perfecting the machinery for the refunding 
operations. The bill was then passed second read- 
ing by a vote of 22 to 19, the Democrats solidly op- 
posing it, aided by Senators Kaufman, of Lancas- 
ter; Emery, of McKean, and Everhart, of Chester, 


Republicans so called. The Democrats sought to 
fix the rate of interest at 3 per cent., their motive 
being to embarrass the Republican Administra- 
tion in the operation of refunding, which 
does not begin for over one year. 
The bill which provides for the permanent sittings 
of the Supreme Court of the State at Philadelphia 
which was once be gtd reported, was laced 
on the calendarinthe Senate. The bill allowing 
women to practice as attorneys in the several 
courts of the State was passed finally, as was also 
the bill appropriating $10,000 for expenses for the 
celebration of the two hundredth anniversary of 
the founding of the colony of Pennsylvania by Wil- 
liam Penn. 

In the House, at the forenoon session, the vote 
was reconsidered by which the bi]! creating a State 
Board of Health to prevent physicians with bogus 
Sg nen from practicing, &c., was killed. The 
bill thus resusitated was then postponed for the 
present. The resolution providing for final adjourn- 
ment on May 26 was called up, and, on motion of 
Mr. Wolfe, was postponed for the present, the vote 
in favor of postponement being—yeas 103, nays 73. 
Apropos of the question of final adjournment, the 
following story is given as showing the Attorney- 
General's motive for his opinion regarding 
the salary of members: Gov. Hoyt, Attorney- 
Gen. Palmer, his deputy, and one or two other 
gentlemen were in conversation in a law office in 
this city. The Governor expressed a wish for 
some means of getting rid of the Legislature. The 
Attorney-General said he would scatter them. In 
fulfillment of this promise the opinion was fired at 
the Legislature, but the latter did not scatter well. 
At the evening session of the House several Senate 
bills were passed, the most important being the 
one providing for the erection of a monument to 
the memory of Simon Snyder, one of the earlier 
Governors of the Commonwealth. The House also 
held an afternoon sessjon, but transacted no busi- 
ness of importance, 
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LOSSES BY FIRE.

ALBANY, May 11.—At last the Corporas 
tion Tax bill has passed the Assembly, not 
loaded Gown with the interpolated eleventh 
section sent here by the street railroads, but 
in the form in which it came from the Tax 
Commission. The Chairman of the Tax Com- 
mittee on the part of the Assembly has 
dawdied with it fora fortnight; Mr. Spinola 
insisted that it should be laid over, and, 
alarmed because the Tammany brave threat- 
ened to scalp him, he let the bill go over. If 
he had possessed more backbone, and had as- 
serted boldly his personal opposition to tha 
objectionable section, the bill might have been 
a law a week earlier than it can be now. 

When it came up to-day Mr. Husted was 
Speaker for the time. Mr. Alvord, to be con« 
sistent witb his action on former occasions, 
attempted immediately to have the eleventh 
section stricken out. Mr. Andrews, who has 
very diligently worked to have the bill maimed, 
and who had probably become convinced that 
the work he had already done in damaging tha 
bill was wasted, proposed a new substitute 
for the eleventh section. The anxiety to ges 
something in to shield the street railroaas 


found no response in the Assembly. The 
speeches, for the most part, were post-mortem 
examinations of other and oft-repeated 
es. Mr. Andrews pleaded again for the 
street railroads—two of them—who have 
paid for franchises instead of stealing 
them, claiming that they should enjoy 
a deduction for the amount of the 
money paid for their privileges. Mr. 
Brooks wanted" to strike out all sections pro- 
to be added, because they would endan« 
ger the bill. Speaker Sh , taking the floor, 
wanted to know positively from . Steele 
whether he favored the amendment. Mr: 
Steele did and he didn’t; he still desired to ga 
half way. Mr. Sharpe then declared that 
if in order to get rid of the eleventh section 
it became necessary to kill the bill, the 
House must kill it. If the bill was 
to be juggled with, let it be beaten. If the 
elevent! section was out, the House shouid 
stand by it. Notwithstanding the disavowal 
of the gentleman from Oswego, he believed tha 
section to be dangerous and far-reaching. The 
eleventh section endangered at least all the 
revenue to be derived from the tax on na- 
tional banks. The act of Congress required! 
the bank tax to be equal with thas’ 
on other personal property, but this section! 
made the personal tax, that is, that on capi- 
tal, unequal. The inequality was greater than’ 
that which caused the loss of the bank tax 
from 1866 to 1880. Mr. Niles and Mr. Raines 
also favored the rejection of the eleventh 
section. . 

The vote was taken on Mr. Andrews’s sub-: 
stitute, and it was declared lost. Then Mr. 
Alvord’s motion to strike out was put. 
The years and nays were called. Speeches 
were made in explanation of votes, Mr. Steele 
at last flatly Prorat that he was against the 
section. While the affirmative votes wera 
found to come principally from the Republi- 
cans, the negatives were almost exclusively; 
Democratic, and they ran up to about 30, when! 
one of them having changed, the mass flopped: 
over as quickly as possible, reducing the nega-: 
tive vote to 12, the yeas being 88. These last-' 
moment converts were Messrs. Andrevws,) 
Browne, Clancy, Cohen, Engle, Fanning, Fen- 
ner, Finley, McTernan, Morgan, Patten, 
Sheridan, and Williams, all Democrats, except 
The bill was 
then passed, the vote being 88 to 2, Bogan and 
Spinola, of New-York, being the only nega- 
tives. : 
Mr. Steele took from the table the motion to; 
reconsider the vote by which his bill “‘ to pro- 
vide for the equalization of assessment and! 
taxation, and to reduce taxation on real es- 
tate,” was lost, and again attempted to pass itt 
as it had been amended. No one could under- 
stand it better to-day than he could a week 
ago, and the vote showed a healthful condition 
of the House. The bill was finally rejected— 
yeas 56, nays 32. 

A few days ago the Assembly, by a compli- 
mentary vote, ordered to a third reading the 
bill to prohibit disfranchisement, better known! 
asthe Woman Suffrage bill. The ladies who 
have been here urging its passage took thai 
complimentary vote as an earnest of success,! 
and to-day when the bill. came up on its third] 
reading they were gathered under the south 
gallery at the rear of the cham-~ 
ber in large numbers. They listened ai-~ 
tentively to the brief speeches made 
by members in voting, and when anything was! 
said in their favor they applauded heartily.! 
Mr. Alvord led the affirmative vote. Mr-! 
Brooks, who said he had received a letter 
— him dire consequences at the palls 
of a ref to support the bill, accep the’ 
co uences and voted no. Mr. Browne, of 
Otsego, said his wife weighed 186 pounds 
and favored the bill, and as he did not, 
care to invite domestic disorder; he voted yea_} 
Mr. Hamilton, Mr. Hurd, and Mr. Cullinan,’ 
three ungallant bachelors, took refuge behind 
the Constitution, and voted no. Mr. Pinney, 
Democrat, with a lively sense of favors past 
and hopes of favors to come, voted yea. Mr-! 
David Russell, of Otsego, made the strong- 
est speech in favor of the bill, 
basing his support of it on the 
ground that there should be no taxation 
without representation. His speech was loud< 
ly and warmly applauded by the ladies in tha 
lobby. S$ er Mharne opposed it for threa 
reasons: The title was a misnomer, and should 
be “to avoid the Constitution by legislative 
enactment;” second, because he had received 
a threatening letter from its supporters; and 
third, because he did not in all his acquaint< 
ance know of a woman who demanded the 
exercise of the right of suffrage. The bill 
received 59 votes, the opposition numbering 
55, and was declared lost.

A communication was presented and read 
from Mayor Grace and Controller Campbell, 
directed to Judge Robertson, President pro 
tem. of the Senate, protesting against the no- 
torious bill No, 344, “in relation to street 
railroads within this State.” This bill, which 
contemplated a gigantic steal in the interest of 
horse railroad companies, has finally become so 
odious that even the railroad lobby is anxious to 
disown it, and for all practical purposes it is 
probably dead. Still, the communication of 
the Mayor and Controller may be of service, 
and the following extract embodies the sub- 
stance of what they have to sayaboutit: ‘It 
confers rights and privileges on existing street 
railroad companies which will enable them to 
take possessipn of all, or any, of our great 
thoroughfares which are unobstructed by rail- 
road tracks, not excepting Broadway, Fifth- 
avenue, and the Boulevards, which have been 
sonstructed at immense cost for free public 
travel through Manhattan Island.” 

For. several years the Roman Catholics in 
New-York City have been endeavoring to se- 
cure larger privileges in the House of Refuge 
than the managers of that institution have re-~ 
garded as due to them, or as safe to be accord- 
ad if the discipline of the institution was to be 
maintained. A bill to compel the managers to 
allow the priests free entrance to and conver- 
sation with the inmates was introduced here 
in the Senate by Mr. Seebacher, and in the 
Assembly by Mr. Brodsky. _It passed the Sen- 
ate. It was referred in the House to the Com- 
mittee on Charitabieand Religious Societies, and 
Mr. Brodsky. by great industry, this morning 
succeeded in having it reported. No hearing 
having been accorded to its opponents, an at- 
yempt was mace to send it to the sub-commit- 
tee of the Whole, but Mr. Brooks stopped it.

WR. MOLLER’S DEFENSE OF TEE NOTORI- 
OUS SENATE BILL NO. 344. 

Auzany, May 11.—Assemblyman Moller, 
of Westchester, and Mr. Rastus S. Ransom ap- 
peared before the Assembly Railroad Commit- 
tee this evening to urge the report of the bill 
“relating to street railroads within this 
State,” familiarly known as Senate bill No. 
B44, introduced by Senator Fowler at 
the request of Speaker Sharpe. Mr. Mol- 
ler said that he knew of no_ serious 
apposition to the bill.

* Any such existing railroad corporation may, 
with the consent of the local authorities of any 
city, town, or village in which such existing 
railroad is located {and upon the same condi- 
tions as are pravided in the first section of this 
bill. J’ ‘ihe words in brackets sre’new. There 
are no changes in tbe third, fourth, fifth, sixth, 
or seventh sections. In the eighth section 

here are several changes. In order to show 
them, the amended section is given with the 
changes in brackets: 

Section & Any railroad corporation hereto- 
fore organized under the general railroad laws of 
this State, [for the construction or operation of 
any railroad the construction of which has not 


been commeanced,] and which has heretofore re- | 


ceived the permission of the local authorities of 


any city to construct, maintain, and Operate its | 


road, and whose charter has not lapsed or expired, 
shall be en: ‘led to ail the benetits ana pledges 
ot this act, [=o far as any part of its route is»con- 
cerned, in respect to which it has received such 
permission.| None of the provisions of this act shall 
be construed to relate to or afiect any other rail- 
roads than street railroads, laid or to be 
constructed, run and operated upon the 
surface of the streets, 
public places hereinbefore mentioned, and 
this act shail not be deemed to revive any 
charter which bas been repealed, nor shall this act 
be deemed to extend the corporate existence of 
any railroad company, for apply in any of its provi- 
sions to any railroad now in operation, which has 
been whoily completed, or, if net wholly complet- 
ed, whose rights to construct the uneompleted 
portion thereof have lapsed or become torfeited 
by limitation of time or otherwise, or whose 
route has been extenaed by any special act of the 
Legislature.] and no railroad company shall be en- 
titled tou any of the benefits or privileges of this 
act which has heretofore voluntarily and without 
the consent of the Legislature abandoned or 
ceased to use any portion of its railroad or route 
ence used for transportation of passengers. 

In section 9, the allusions to Broadway and 
Tifth-avenue, which were stricken out by the 
Senate, are restored in this shape: ‘ This act 
shall not authorize the construction of a rail- 
road on Broadway south of Forty-second- 
street, or on Fifth-avenue in the City of New. 
York, except to cross the said streets, or in or 
over any public park.” A new section, to be 
Section 10, is proposed as follows: 

Section 10. It shall not be lawful for the local 
authorities of any city to grant any consent pro- 
vided forin this act except upon condition that 
the railroad company to whom such consent shall 
be given, its successors and assigns, will pay an- 
nually into the Treasury of such city an amount 
equal to 8 per centum of the gross receipts of such 
company, and any company receiving such consent 
shall, by the acceptance thereof, become liable to 
pay such sum. 

Mr. Moller urged that the last provision 
should be adopted instead of selling the fran- 
chise by public auction. The. selling of fran- 
chises in this way, he asserted, was a mere 
farce. Heinqguired if any of the committee 
desired to ask any questions, but none was 
asked, and the committee went into executive 
session. It was afterward ascertained that it 
was not deemed advisable by the majority to 
act with haste on the bill, but to report for 

rinting only. This was in accordance with 

r. Moller’s request, and a statement that he 
desired that the publicshould know all aboutit.

THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL 
{TS DEFENDERS AND OPPONENTS—PASSED TO 
A THIRD READING. 

Atpany, May 11.—The much-talked-of 
oleomargarine debate, postponed several times 
in consequence of the absence of Mr. Crapser, 
took place in the Assembly this , afternoon. 
The bill discussed was the Fenner substitute, 
which, going on the assumption, based on Dr. 
Fenner’s alleged discovery, that oleomarga- 
rine and lard cheese are injurious to 
health and the dairy interest, prohibits 
the saleof imitation butter and lard cheese, 
and forbids the coloring of these articles, then 
provides that they may be sold under heavy 
licenses and authorizes the appointment of in- 
spectors of oleomargarine, with moieties to be 
given to discoverers of attempts to palm off 
imitation for genuine butter or cheese. Mr. 
Crapser, who was the first speaker, defend- 
ed the lard cheese interest, and stigmatized 
the efforts of the Public Health Committee as 
a persecution. Then he resorted to ridicule of 
Dr. Fenner, whom he described asa ‘‘ quack”’ 
and a manufacturer of patent medicines, and 
read several entertaining advertisements of 
the Doctor’s specialties. Messrs. Sheldon, 
Lewis, Chamberlain, and Fenner spoke for the 
pill, and Mr. Newman against it. On the 
motion to discharge the committee there 
were many brief speeches. Mr. Baker 
thought just such legislation had — 
legislation in England against merican 
products, It was an attemrt to mark a great 
industry asa fraud. Mr. Husted ovjected to 
the bill because the Constitution prohibits in- 
spectors of any kind, and the bill declares 
there shall be inspectors of oleomargarine and 
lard cheese. It was, furthermore, a strange 
proposition to enhance by legislation the 
price of & commodity which everybody 
must use. Mr, Pratt said the bill 
bore on its face the stamp of humbug. The 
investigation had proceeded on the notion that 
oleomargarinue was injurious to health, and yet 
the bill says that men shall be licensed to sell 
this poison to the poor,

NEW TAX BILLS. 
THE COMMISSION’S SUBSTITUTE FOR THE 
BROKERS’ BILL—OTHER SUGGESTIONS. 
AuBany, May 11.—The Joint Committee 
on Assessment and Taxation, with the commis- 
sion, met to-night. Livingston Roe appeared 


as a representative of the petroleum brokers, 
and spoke in opposition to the Brokers’ bill. 


He said that 1,000 barrels of refined petroleum 
were worth $4,000, upon which the brokerage 
was only $10 gross, on which the bill imposed a 


tax af 80 cents. One thousand barrels 
of crude oil were worth $800, upon 
which the brokerage was $3 12%, and 
the tax 16 cents, while very crude was 
sold on a brokerage of $1 per 1,000 
barrels. From this aeeoerene all expenses were 
to be paid. The bill, should it become a law, 
would drive the business into Pennsylvania 
or Philadelphia. Aside from the tax, he ob- 
jected to a Jaw forcing brokers to file a public 
record of their transactions. Each of them 
kept a private record, which was 
held sacred. A public showing would give 
others an opportunity to see who were “long 
or short.” Theodore Pomeroy, representing 
the provisions brokers, also opposed the bill, 
saying that it would deprive them of one-third 
of their earnings. Sidney Sanders, one of the 
grain brokers, said the tax proposed on options 
on grain would very nearly cover the broker- 
age received. 

At the close of their remarks, Judge Van 
Cott, frem the commission, presertted the fol- 
lowing substitute for the Brokers’ bill: 

Every broker in securities, corporate stocks, 
crude and refined petroleum, cotton, pork, grain, 
and flour shall, at the time of making.a sale 
or a contract or agreement for the sale of 
any such property or commodity, if the gross 
amount of bach sale exceed $100, deliver to the 
purchaser a memorandum or, bill of sale, 
npon which shall be placed stamps equal 
to 2 eents on each $100 of such gross 
amount. Brokers are allowed to collect one-half 
of theamount of the stamps from the purchaser. 
The stamps are to be furnished by the Controller. 
No sale is valid unless the bill of sale is 
stamped. The penalty for failure to com- 
ply with the provisions of the _ bill 


| is a fine of $500, while counterfeiters of the stamps 


used are to be deemed guilty of felony. The act is 
to take effect July 1. 

Judge Van Cott also presented the following 
bills: 


To provide for a tax on savingsbanks and 
institutions for savings. It requires them 
to pay annually before Feb. 1, as a tax 
on their corporate franchise or business a 
on every $100 com- 
puted on the amount of their deposits and 
surplus funds in excess of $500,000 on the 
preceding 1st day of January, whether such sur- 
plus is invested in United States securities or 
otherwise. No tax for personal property is here- 
after to be assessed upon any depositor for 
the amount of his deposit under $500, nor ehall 
such bank or institution be taxed for 
State purposes otherwise than as_ provided 
in this act. But nothing shall exempt 
real estate held or owned by any such bank or in- 
stitution from assessment and taxation: but the 
same shall be subject to State, county, city, vil- 
lage and other taxation, and to the same 
interest, as other real estate is taxed. Failure to 
comply with the provisions of the bill incurs a 
penalty of $50 for each day of such neglect. Tho 
act is to take effect immediately. 

An act to provide for the taxation of life insu- 
rancecompanies. It provides for an annual tax on 
their corporate franchise or business as follows: 
Upon the surplus, which is defined to be the excess 
of the aggregate assets above the aggregate liabili- 
ties held by such company forthe year ending Dec. 
81, 1881, 114 per cent., and for each year thereafter 
three-quarters of 1 per cent. Whenever any policy 
issued or made by any compeny of the 
State on any life, shall be surrendered or 
declared forfeited or purchased or acquired by the 
company issuing the same, the company shall pay 
atax on the corporate franchise or business of 
% per cent. on the net value thereof, according to 
tne legal standard of the State,deducting the money 
paid for the surrender of the policy to the holder. 
provided that nothing in tne act shall be construed 
as to impose atax on any such policy, the forfeit- 
ure of which is waived by the company. The act 
is to take effect immediately.

DECAY OF NEW-YORK’S COMMERCE. 
THE EXPORTATION OF WHEAT AND CORN 
GOING TO NEW-ORLEANS. 


At the meeting of the New-York Board of 
Trade and Transportation yesterday, Mr. J. J. 
White, of the Committee on Legislation, made a 
report of considerable interest on his observations 
during a recent visit to the Mississippi Valley, 
made with aview to determining the effect on 
this port of the increased facilities for the exporta- 
tion of merchandise from the Mississippi River and 
{ts tributaries through the port of New-Orleans. 
He says it is now_so seriously affecting the com- 


merce of New-York as to cause alarm. As !n- 
stances of the falling off of certain lines of bus!- 
ness in this port. Mr. White says that 
New-Orleans last year exported 100,000 tons 
of staves and New-York but 10,000 tons. 
In former years the bulk of the stave exports of 
the country was done in this port. For the year 
ending Aug. 81, 1879, there were exported from 
New-Orleans 4,617,825 bushels of corn and 1,868,084 
bushels of wheat, and for the year ending Aug. 31, 
1880, 9,863,790 bushels of corn and 5,844,510 bushels 
of wheat, The increase for 1880 over the exports 
of wheat and corn in 1879 were 8,722,391 bushels. 
The exports of wheat alone from September, 1880, 
to May 1, this year. have been 4,516,897 bushels, 
against 2,820,868 bushels for the corresponding 
months of 1879-80. The coming months, he believes, 
will show a greater proportionate increase, be- 
cause the goode in the West have kept back large 
shipments which would otherwise have been made, 
while immense barges are being built to float 
grain in large quantities to the Crescent City. 
Freights are taken from St. Louis to New-Orleens 
at 5 cents per bushel, while the rail rates from St. 
Louis to New-York are 20 ceuts per bushel. The 
rate of freight from New-Orleans to Liverpool is 
6d. per bushel, and from New-York to Liverpool 
434d., so that grain may go from St. Louis down 
the Mississippi to Liverpool for 17 cents per bushel, 
while from St. Louis via New-York to Liverpool it 
costs 29 cents. From St. Paul to Liverpool via 
New-Orleans the freight. rate is 27 cents, and from 
St. Paul via New-York to the same point it 
is 4214 cents. The consequence of this is 
that our port is full of vessels that cannot 
get freights, and many of them go in ballast from 
here to New-Orleans to get cargoes. He thinks 
“itis evident that a concerted movement is on 
foot to divert to New-Orleans all the export trade 
of the Mississippi Valley. The great trunk lines 
between the West and the East are firmly bound 
by a contract to pool their freights at such rates as 
the Pool Commissioner has fixed or may fix. The 
rates fixed are so high as to be prohibitory, and 
both the rolling stock and the train crews of the 
railroz ds which bring freicht from the Mississippi 
Valley to the East are lying idle and are without 
occupation. Recently some of the railroads be- 
longing to the poo] became restive under this 
ridiculous state of affairs, and knowing that the 
freight may be bauled at a profit at a much less 
rate than the pool rate, they broke the contract 
and began taking freight at reduced rates. The 
news of this cutting of rates reached the cars of 
the bears in the stock market, who immediately 
availed of it to decline the price of stocks. It did 
not suit the purposes of Mr. Vanderbilt to have 
stocks decline, therefore he called a conference of 
the railroad magnates, and the result of that con- 
ference, as announced, is that the pool rates are 
restored, and to this day they remain firm, but no 
merchandise is being brought to New-York, and, 
therefore, our export trade is suspended.” 

As a remedy for this state of affairs the Commit- 
tee on Legislation recommended the enactment of 
alaw to prevent ‘pooling’? by railroads and_ the 
charging of a greater rate of freight fora short 
haul than for a long haul, and. finally, that the 
business men of the State organize a movement to 
secure the election of members of the Legislature 
who will be less interested in the affairs of the 
great corporations, and especially of the railroads. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber offered, and the board adopt- 
ed, resolutions denunciatory of Assemblyman I. I. 
Hayes’s bill to incorporate the American Ware- 
house and Elevating Company. The bill gives ex- 
troardinary powers to the incorporators, among 
which are the right to build railroad tracks and do 
a banking and insurance business. The resolutions 
express the belief that in the past corporate powers 
have been too carelessly and lavishly granted, and 
that the public interest in corporate franchises 
should be more carefully guarded in the future.

SUIT TO RECOVER HEAD MONEYS. 
DECISION OF JUDGE SHIPMAN AGAINST#A 
STEAM-SHIP COMPANY. 

In 1875 the Liverpool, New-York and Phila- 
delphia Steam-ship Company brought suit to re- 
cover from the Commissioners of Emigration 
$1,000,000 head moneys collected from the com- 
pany for immigrants landed in this port. Yester- 
day the suit came up before Judge Shipman in the 
United States Circuit Court, and was decided by 
him in favor of the Commissioners. Nearly 30 
years ago the steam-ship companies endeavored to 
free themselves from the payment of head money, 


and actions were brought in the courts of this State 
and Massachusetts with that end in view. The 
New-York Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court of the State of Massachusetts decided that 
the companies must pay the head moueys, but the 
legal battle was then transferred to t\~ United 
States courts, and finally, in 1875, the United States 
Supreme Court decided that all the forms of head 
moneys levied on immigrants were levied uncon- 
stitutionally. Since the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court referred to above no head 


moneys have been collected. After the decision. 


was announced the suit passed on by Judge Ship- 
man yesterday was instituted to recover the 
amount stated, and a similar svit by the Inman 
Line for an equal amount is known to be pending. 
In 1878 Congress passed an act validating the 
collection of these moneys and restraining all 
suits for their recovery. The whole question 
hinges now on the constitutionality of this act. It 
was argued yesterday by Messrs. Alexander and 
Greene, on behalf of the steam-ship company, that 
the moneys were paid voluntarily by a foreign cor- 
poration under a mistake of United States law, 
and that the act of Congress validating their col- 
lection was unconstitutional. Messrs. Lewis San- 
ders and George N. Sanders represented the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, and argued that the 
head moneys were levied and expended for 
the benefit of the immigrants, and were actu- 
ally collected from them by the stéam-ship 
companies, and the latter had no legal or equitable 
claim to the moneys, no process having been is- 
sued agaiust them to compel payment. Further 
it was contended that the payment was made 
here to be expended here, and ignorance of 
the law could not be pleaded, and finally it was 
urged that the act of Congress validating the collec- 
tion of the head moneys was constitutional, be- 
cause no vested rights are violated, and all that 
was lacking in the first instance to make the col- 
lections valid was the consent of Congress. Judge 
Shipman decided that the act of Congress was con- 
stitutional, and dismissed thé company’s com- 
plaint. An appeal will be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court.

ON TRIAL FOR WIFE-MURDER. 

The trial of William O’Donnell, a laborer, 
charged with the murder of his wife Bridget, ina 
drunken quarrel, on the evening of Feb. 18, inthe 
shanty No. 206 East LEighty-fifth-street, was re- 
sumed before Recorder Smyth, in General Seesions, 
yesterday. The prisoner, who is an elderly man, 
swore in his own defense that on the evening on 
which his wife received the injuries which subse- 
quently proved fatal, he reached home about dusk, 
having gone out to pay a visit efter a drunken 
carousal in his rooms in the early part of the day. 


He found the door open, and discovered his wife 
lying at the foot of the stairs. Supposing she was 
stupidly drunk, and had fallen down stairs, as she 
had eee done before, he tried to arouse her, 
and failing in this, placed his hands under 
her arms, and attempted to take her up stairs to 
bed. As he reached the first step of the stairs he 
stumbled, and deceased fell from his arms, her 
head striking on the doorstep, where she was sub- 
sequently discovered by her neighbors. He then 
went out to geta Police officer to arrest her for 
drunkenness. The prisoner denied that he had 
quarreled with his wofe on the day in question, or 
had beaten, kicked, and otherwise ill-treated her, 
as testified to by tho witnesses for the prosecution. 
Assistant District Attorney Lyon, in rebuttal, called 
Margaret O'Donnel). the prisoner’s daughter, who 
contradicted her father’s testimony. When asked 
by Mr. Lyon whether her father and mother were 
inthe habit of quarreling, the girl, evidently un- 
willing to testify unfavorably against her father, 
burst into tears and sobbed piteously. The 
question being repeated, she reluctlantly ad- 
mitted that her parents had had some family 
troubles on a few occasions, and that her father 
had pushed her mother, but only when the latter 
annoyed him. Mr. Lyon announced that in view 
of the atrocious and repeated injuries inflicted by 
the prisorer, who was in the full possession of his 
faculties,on the deceased, who was a woman of 
55, weighing only $0 pounds, he would ask the 
jury to convict O’Donnell of murder in the first 
degreé. Counsel on both sides then summed up, 
and the court adjourned until to-day, when 
Recorder Smyth wil! charge the jury.

Tw» seamen belonging to the schooner Hat- 
tie Haskell, which was recently wrecked near 
Turk’s Island, arrived here yesterday in the brig 
Dauphin.

manded by Capt. Shields, a relative of the senior

The schooner, which 
was worth $12,000, and was insured for less than 
half that sum, became a total wreck, The cargo 
was taken to Grand Turk, where Capt. Shields sold 
it on favorable terms. It is thought that the insu- 
rance will cover the loss on the cargo.

SHOT DEAD BY HER HUSBAND. 

A BULLET ENTERS HER TEMPLE AND SHE 
DIES IN A FEW MINUTES. 

Marion Hackett, an [rishwoman, who kept 
asmall grocery store in One Hundred and Thir- 
tieth-street, between Tenth-avenue and Broad- 
way, was shot through the head and al- 
most instantly killed last evening by 
her drunken husband, Michael Hackett, an 
ex-Park policeman. She was shot at 7:20 P. M., 
while seated on the doorsteps of her home, a small 
two-story cottage. Hackett had been drinking 


heavily throughout the day, and at an early hour 
had quarreled with his wife. Sheinformed the Rev. 
Charles C. Adams, Rector of St. Mary’s Protestant 
Chapel, of his threats, and Mr. Adams advised her 
to cause her husband’s arrest for disorderly con- 
duct, a charge on which he has frequently been 
confined during the Jast three years. She failed, 
however, to act in accordance with the clergy- 
man’s advice. At 7:30 P. M., when she was. seated 
in front of her little store, surrounded by 
four of her children, Hackett reeled toward her. 
She pushed him away, and then a scuffle ensued 
between them, during which he discharged a re- 
volver three times. One bullet entered the left 
temple of the woman, who fell speechless across 
the threshold. Policeman Clark. of the Thirtieth 
Precinct, hearing the pistol-shots, ran from Broad- 
way and One Hundred and Thirtieth-street in the 
direction of the grocery store, meeting Hackett 
face to tace half-way. Blood was dripping in large 
quantities from a wound Jn his left hand, one of 
the bullets. discharged by him at his wife 
having accidentally penetrated | it. Seeing 
the officer, he  fiung the pistol into 

: middle of the street, but apparently two in- 
toxicated to run, made no attempt toescape. A 
crowd of excited persons had in the meantime 
gathered around the prostrate woman, from whose 
head flowed a rivulet of blood extending to the 
curbstone. Three men raised her from the ground 
and carried her into the cottage. Ten minutes 
later Dr. O’Leary pronounced her dead. She had 
es a a word from the time the fatal shot was 

red. 

Police Surgeon Steinert extracted a second bul- 
let from Hackett’s hand, and he was then locked 
up in acell of the station-house, The murderer is 
88 years old and a native of Kings Coun- 
ty, Ireland, His wife, though born in 
Dublin, spent the greater part of her life near her 
husband’s native place. After their marriage 
they emigrated to this country, 14 years ago. 
Three years ago Hackett was appointed a park 
policeman, mainly through the influence of his 
wife. His brutal treatment of her led last Novem- 
ber to his arrest and imprisonment on Blackwell's 
Island for a period of three months, at the expira- 
tion of which he wastried by the Park Commis- 
sioners ana dismissed in consequence of his disst- 

ated habits. Since January he has not been 

nown to contribute anything toward the sufpport 
of his family. 

Late last night Hackett was informed by Police 
Captain Leary that his wife was dead. He ap- 
peared to be little affected, or at least was still too 
much under the influence of liquor to fully realize 
the enormity of his crime. He denied thathe drew 
oe | omy on his victim with the intention of shoot- 
ng her. 
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IN DEFENSE OF WHITTAKER. 
VAIN ATTEMPTS TO REACH AN EARLY END— 
HELP FOR THE CADET. 

Major Sumner, doubting the anxiety of 
some of his associates to bring the Whittaker 
court-martial to an early end, tested them yester- 
day by offering a resolution making the hour of 
opening court in the morning 9:30 o’clock instead 
of 11._ The Major attempted to ofter the same 
resolution on Tuesday, but the court retreated 
without even hearing it read. Yesterday the court- 
room was ordered cleared, and the court grappled 
in earnést with the resolution. The Major was 


beaten, and to guard against any such revolution- 
ury propositions in the future, it was ordered that 
hereafter all resolutions be offered and considered 
in closed court. 

Prof. R. C. Greener, associate counsel for Whitta- 
ker, took the stand and was sworn. He testified 
that he was graduated from Harvard in 1870, and 
had been a teacher most of the timesince. He 
had known Whittaker since 1874, when he was his 
Professor in the University of South Carolina. The 
witness had discouraged severul other colored Ca- 
dets from going to West Point, because of their un- 
fitness. Whittaker, however.fhe picked out of over 
200 young men for his scholarship and competency. 
He had corresponded with Whittaker beforo the 
note of warning was written and since, and al- 
though he had carefully observed his handwriting 
for any changes in it, he had found none whatever. 
He knew Whittaker was truthful and honest, and 
he was satisfied that the Cadet never wrote the 
note of warning. In regard to Whittaker’s alleged 
deficiency in his studies at West Point, the witness 
declared that the records (producing a certified 
copy) showed that his percentsge for the term was 
72 per cent. 

r. George K. Smith, an eminent physician of 
Brooklyn, testified in regard to the probable truth- 
fulness of Whittaker’s statement of having fainted 
after bis assailants Jeft him, and remained uncon- 
scious forsome time. The witness said it was 
quite possible for a person to be unconscious two 
or three hours. He did not believe the Cadet had 
shammed unconsciousness, otherwise his pulse 
would have beaten faster; as he remembered the 
testimony of the medical witnesses for the Govern- 
ment, it all went to show that Whittaker’s pulse 
was beating normally when he was discovered, 
The cutting down of Whittaker’s feet, the hand- 
ling and rolling to which his body was subjected, 
assisted . in restoring him to  conscious- 
ness. As this process had occupied some 
25 or 30 minutes, it was not surprising 
that the Cadet was so completely restored that he 
was ab'6 readily to obey the commandant’s order 
to getup from the floor. To illustrate the peculi- 
aritics of some memories in regard to events of 
great personal danger, the witness cited the story 
of the attack of Lo hee on Secretary Seward, whic 
had been told him by the latter. Mr. Seward could 
not recollect that he had been struck a single blow. 
He could only remember the pleasing impression 
which the splendid figure of Payne as he enterea 
the room made on his mind. Of the assault, he 
knew nothing. whatever. For these reasons Mr. 
Seward refused to testify against the ruffian. It 
was just as likely, argued the witness, that the 
memory of Cadet Whittaker for details had under- 
gone a similar experience.

HUSBAND AND WIFE AT LAW. 

The trial of the suit of George H. Higgins 
against his wife, Hannah W. Higgins, his two step- 
daughters, and the children of one of his step- 
daughters, was begun yesterday before Judge 
Larremore, in Supreme Court, Special Term.

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VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


MERCANTILE LIBRARY MANAGEMENT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

THE TrimEs of this morning contains a short 
statement of the result of the annual meeting of 
the members of the Mercantile Library last even- 
ing. Many members, however, who read that ac. 
count are unaware of the significance of the action 
taken there and the urgent need which brought 
about a reform. 

The ‘founders of the library were wise and far- 
sighted men, and they put the institution upon a 
safe and prosperous footing. Their policy was con- 
tinued for many years, and the library flourishea 
and grew apace. But now this is all changed, 
Those who have had charge of the affairs of the 
library during the last few years donot seem to 
have paid much attention to the principles and ob- 
jects laid down in the beginning as essential to its 
existence and welfare, and, indeed, they have ex- 
ercised what is considered by many of the most sub- 
stantial class of members as a narrow-minded and 
short-sighted policy, abundantly evidenced by the 
marked decline of the library during their rule. 
This decline is shown by the steadily decreasing 
number of its subscribers and members, the indif- 
ference to its welfare of the majority of those who 
remain, and the decline in the quality of the books 
purchased, and in the number of books of perma- 
nent value purchased. These are facts which are 
undoubted and will probably remain unchallenged, 
except, perhaps, the last statement, to which queru- 
lous Directors may take exception; it is, however, 
susceptible of proof by an actual examination of 
the library lists and shelves. 

What, then; isthe reason for this decline? The Di- 
rectors will perhaps be very much astonished—and 
some of them indignant, no doubt—to learn that a 
large, respectable, and growing number of members 
believe them to be directly responsible for many 
of the existing evils and abuses. What are these evils 
and abuses? To begin with,a certain number of 
the present Directors of the Mercantile Library 
have committed the gravest and greatest sin 
against the community in interest of which they 
could be capable as Directors. They have deliber- 
ately and coolly, and not suddenly, passionately, 
or unpremeditatedly, accepted the position of 
Directors—a position for which this certain number 
are totally unfit by nature, habit, and education— 


and in accepting this position they have practical 
taken the life of the library into their hards for 
the time being. Itmay be answered that the mem- 
bers are responsible for having elected their own 
Directors. ‘True, but they could not gauge before- 
hand the capacity of the men they chose, and the 
latter are responsible to their own conscience and 
everybody else’s for accepting. If they do not 
recognize themselves in this description, why, so 
rouch the better for them. 

Then, again, the Directors, acting through a com- 
mittee which is supposed to be well fitted for the 
purpose, and’ to deliberate wisely and well, pur- 
chase books; and the nature of these purchases is 
one of the grounds of this complaint. Instead of 
first. buying standard works on the arts, sciences, 
literature, history, travel, &c., and then novels, 
funciful and otherwise, with what is left. they 
usually reverse the rule, bey the novels and turn 
the remnant—and a pitiful remnant it is—over to 
the credit of the standard worksfund. Now, is 
this the proper policy of the library? A Director 
tells the writer that this pays better. The 
writer doubts this, but even if -it did pay 
better to pander to the taste for flasby 
trash and neglect the usefol and perma- 
nent, is it not all wrong, aud against the funda- 
mental principles of the library? Let the novels 
take-the back shelf! The institution was founded 
ior the better education of clerks, mercanti-e and 
otherwise, (or, in other words, the education of 
men, young and unformed, in the world.) The 
olerks, as a rule, are not the ones who call so loud- 
7 for new novels. This vast collection of the very 
lightest of literature is intended to feed cheaply 
the greedy maw of society birds with the only pab- 
ulum they can digest. Do not stimulate this bad 
taste and they may learn to like something better 
by and by. It is not intended to protest against 
the better class of novels, which class does not pre- 
vail, unfortunately. There are other abuses, somo 
important, others apparently insignificant, but so 
numerous and vexatious as to form &n important 
element in the deadly indifference which is killing 
the library. Then there are evils in the manage- 
ment of the institution, the inner workings of 
which it is difficult to penetrate. That these evils 
existis well known among the members, but few 
o: the latter can really detine them when asked to 
do so. They are unseen and subtle, and their 
effects, like those of the ship-worm, are only dis- 
covered when the hull is hauled up and scraped. 
What the management of the Mercantile Library 
needs is a thorough scraping of its bottom, and 
when this is done perhaps a rotten plank or two 
may be discovered and replaced by new and sound 
material. Until that is done the destructive work 
will go on insidiously, the once noble ship will be- 
come a wreck, and the wreck will be tossed, now 
on the ridge of public ridicule, now in the slough 
of public contempt, until it sinks forever into the 
deep sea of oblivion.. 

The Mercantile Library of New-Yorkis too no- 
ble an institution to be allowed to suffer deteriora- 
tion by neglect and ignorant mismanagement. It 
ean be made, as it was primarily intended to be, 
one of the best and strongest forces (or at least 
reservoirs) in this equates. It can besides—and 
this may well cause the Directors to prick up their 
ears—be made to pay and to pay well. Think of 
that, men and citizens. You will get your little 
cent per cent. if you manage the thing properly. 
But you must first get some young blood into its 
board. What blood there is has stagnated. The 
library can besaved. It will besaved. And the 
young and active members are now aroused and 
determined to act. The election of eight new Di- 
rectors takes place on Tuesday, May 17. Theold 
plan has been to reinstall the oid men—bya due 
vote, of course. but on so “cut and dried’ a 
scheme as to make the election a screaming farce 
in all but its after results. 

The young men of the library now propose to 
hold a meeting some time during the present week 
(probably Friday, the 18th inst.) to nominate four 
of thelr number as representative Directors. They 
are willing to allow the old régime eight men on 
the board, but they feel that they are entitled toa 
fair representation—sométhing they have not en- 
joyed for many years. Notice of the time an

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RAPID TRANSIT IN THE NEW WARDS. 


| 90 the Editor of the New-York Times: 


Ihave read one or two items in the columns 
of Tae Times on rapid transit in the annexed 
wards, and am surprised to find that the tenor of 
the articles gives simply the raflroad view of the 
subject, We property-owners who are interested 
tin the project desire to present our views of the 
ease, and respectfully request a hearing. The 
route, as mapped out by the so-called Suburban 
Rapid Transit Railroad Company is the most destruc- 
tive to private property yet proposed, and practi- 
eally wipes out all of beautiful North New-York. 
This company desires to run their road through 
12 blocks of the best dwelling property in the 
lower part of the wards, destroying real es- 
tate to the amount of over one million 
of dollars in these few blocks. Further 


‘up itaims to go through and utterly destroy one 


of the finest pieces of real estatein the Twenty- 
third Ward, with afrontof 850 feet on Third-ave- 
nue, and valued by its owner at $3,000 per City lot, 
or $102,000 for the entire front. As this property is 
situated on a hillside, the company wish to canal 
this section, cutting a gap 50 feet wide 40 feet from 
the Thira-avenue line, leaving two narrow strips 
of land perfectly worthless and useless. To illus- 
trate the aims of the company, it is but necessary 
to point out a proposition made by its President to 
a property-owner whose house stands on the pro- 
posed railroad line. The company offers the rasi- 
dent owner, if he will buy a piece of land a short 
distance from his present location, to move his 
dwelling on his new purchase, provided he gives 
the company the land on which the building now 
stands. isn’t this liberal—and one-sided? An- 


‘other gentleman has a splendid piece of property, 


elegantly located, which this company proposes to 
eut exactly in two. But why enumerate, when 
there are dozens of such cases along the line of the 
proposed road’ The property to be destroyed by 
this company, whose capital is stated to be $600,- 
000. runs up into the millions. 

The road isto be built on the ‘‘combination 
principle’—elevated, depressed, canaled, tunneled, 
and ballooned—if the projectors of the enterprise 
are to berelied upon. Asit is intended to run the 
road through blocks, embankments of earth, in 
some places against the side walls of fine dwelling- 
houses, are to be raised to the height of 15 feet on 
12 or 14 blocks. These embankments will be 200 
feet long and about 50 feet wide, and this in a dis- 
trict already affected by malaria will produce more 
fevers and other kindred diseases than New-York 
City has ever known or seen. If the opening of 
one street causes 80 much illness in our wards, will 
not the piling up of tens of thousands of tons of 
earth compel the residents on the line of the pro- 
posed road to dispose of their homes as best they 
may, and leave the wards to escape the ravages of 
the diseases that shall, according to the opinion of 
first-class physicians, infest the district? As the 
community is agitated on the subject of clean 
streets and more healthy surroundings for our 
homes and fire-sides, would it not be wise for our 
Board of Health to give this proposed monstrosity 
their earnest and decisive attention ? 

The district needs rapid transit for its develop- 
ment, but not at the sacrifice of its fairest portion, 
nor in the interest of land speculators; hence the 
prescotance to Mayor Grace of @ petition signed

THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE—EXEMPTION 
RAILROADS FROM TAXATION. 
The deadlock in the Jersey City Board of Al- 
dermen was broken about 11 o’clock Tuesdaynight 
by the election of AldermanVan Reipen on the twen- 
ty-fifth ballot. The board is composed of 6 Repub- 
licans, 5 Democrats, and 1 Anti-Monopolist, with 
Democratic affiliation—Alderman Van Reipen. 
John E. Scott was re-elected City Clerk and Tim- 
othy C. Long City Marshal. Mayor Taussig sent in 


his annual Message, which was read. After refer- 
ring to the excellent financial condition of the 
city, the Mayor launches into the subject which 
has recently, agitated all classes of citizens, viz., 
exemption of railroad and other corporate property 
from taxation. He says: : 

* The legislation of the State shows a discrimi- 
nation in favor of rafiroads as against all other 
business interests, and the advantages thus held 
are liberally construed by the courts in favor of the 
railroads and against the ‘public. There is no 
reason why the owners of railroads, whether they 
have been incorporated in this State or by a for- 
eign State, should have privileges denied to our 
own citizens. There is no rezson why their profits 
should be increased by imposing heavier burdens 
upon our own people, which necessarily results by 
relieving them. The system of railroad taxa- 
tion is not even uniform; railroads com- 
ing under the first classification pay mu- 
nicipal tax, but not as the citizen pays it. 
The citizen pays the full rate of taxation, where- 
as railroad companies are in the first place entitled 
to an exemption of 10 acres of land at their ter- 
minus on the river front, which is the most yalu- 
able property tney own in the city, and in addition 
are exempt from taxation on 100 feet in width of 
their road-bed and track, and after making these 
deductions are only taxed 1 per cent. on what is 
left, while the taxation against the citizen for mu- 
nicipal purposes is unlimited; moreover, the valuai 
tion of what is left is made by a State of- 
ficial and not by our local assessors. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad and Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad pay no tax what- 
ever to the city for any of their railroad 
property. The Legislature cannot tax these cor- 
porations for municipal purposes, as the highest 
court in this State and the Supreme Court of the 
United States hold that these corporations or their 
lessors have contracts of exemption from taxation, 
which are irrepealable by the Legislature. The 
practical result of railroad legislation in this State, 
as it affects our city, is to exempt this class of 
property or make such discriminations in its favor 
us to increase our rate of municipal taxation from 
20 to 30 per cent, This result is certainly unjust to 
our people; it imperils our credit, it increases our 
pos ong and threatens in the near future serious 
evils.” ° 

In continuation, he says: “The remedy, in my 
judgment, is to secure the passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing a legal mode of extin- 
guishing these irrepealable contracts by payment 
of pee aoe to be determined by a jury under 
the action of the courts, and by a further constitu- 
tional amendment making all railroad propert 
liable to the same tax asthe property of an indi- 
vidual. Our citizens should urge upon the Consti- 
tutional Commission created under an act of the 
last Legislature the adoption of such provisions as 
will give us the relief to which we are entitled.” 

The Mayor, in conclusion, congratulates the 
Board of Finance on the able manner in which the 
financial affairs of the city have been conducted. 
He says: ‘Thisboard has continued to earn and 
enjoy the confidence of our citizens and our cred- 
itors by the uniform steadfastness to their avowed 
principles of running the Government of our city 
in the most practical and economical manner.” 
He recommends appropriating sufficient money to 
‘build one or two new school-houses, and sufficient 
money to repave allstreets now having wooden 
pavements. -He commends the Board of Educa- 
tion, and suggests the reopening of the public 
schools. Tothe Board of Works he recommends 
the construction of good roads for driving pur- 
poses, and especially ‘“‘a grand eontinuous thor- 
oughfare fit for all purposes throughout our 
entire city, which, if done, will bring thousands of 
people to live among us, who at present see no in- 
ducement to settle here.”’ The Mayor compliments 
the Fire and Police Departments, and suggests 
to the former the advisability of having churches, 
schooi-houses, and piaces where public gather- 
ings are held, conaected with the fire alarm 
telegraph.

WORK OF THE TRAOT SOCIETY. 

The fifty-sixth anniversary of the American 
Tract Society was celebrated last evening in the 
Broadway Tabernacle. The Rev. Dr. RB. 8. Storrs, 
Vice-President, occupied the chair, and delivered 
an eloquent address eulogizing the work of the 


society. Dr. Shearer, the Secretary, read a report 
detailing the work done during the year. Theso- 
ciety printed 199,350 books and 4,974.44 tracts, and 
distributed free 59,613,000 pages of tracts. In the 
work of colportage 192 men were employed, who 
Mmadeé 208,928 visits, addressed 6,824 meetings, and 
circulated 165,863 volumes, at an expense of $36,128. 
The donations and legacies during the year were 
$104,989; $256,672 were realized from the sale of 
books, and $11,976 from rents. The total resources 
were $396,989. Of this sum, $396,419 was expend- 
ed, leaving a balance of $370. .After tho reading 
of the report, the Rev. J. B. Thomas, of Brooklyn, 
spoke on * The Conservative Function of the Re- 
hgious Press,’’ and the Rev. 8. F. Scovel. of Pitts- 
burg, discussed “The Place and Power of the 
Periodica! Press on Evangelical Work.” The final 
address was on the theme, ‘*The Great Value of 
the Tract in Parish Work and of Colportage Over 
the Wide Wastes.” It was delivered by 
the Rey. C. L. Goodell, of St. Louis. 
The annual election was held in the forenoon,

The vitality of so absurd a proposal as the 
substitution of Winitiam E.; CHanpier for 
Judge RozertTson as the nominee for Col- 
lector of the Port and/the nomination of 
Rogpertson for the place which it is pro- 
posed to confer on CHANDLER is as good an 
illustration as could be desired of the 
very low level on+ which the entire con- 
troversy between‘the President and the 
Senate has been conducted. It might have 
been imagined that such a project would 
have been stated: only to be laughed at, but 
it seems to be the subject of serious dis- 
cussion in Washington, and to. have 
bad something; to do with the post- 
ponement of action on CHANDLER’S 
nomination for Solicitor General by the 
Judiciary Committee. Whether the char- 
acter of the men or the offices to be 
**swapped”’ is taken into account, it would 
de difficult to imagine a more grotesque 
example of the foolishness which 
so often passes . for wisdom in 
Washington. A point more  deserv- 
ing of attention’ has been brought out 
by Senator PENDLETON based upon the pro- 
vision of the Tenure of Office act, which de- 
mands that the President shall within 380 
days after the commencement of each ses- 
sion nominate persons to fill all vacancies 
which existed at the meeting of the Senate. 
The President’s action in withdrawing the 
five New-York nominations is not unreason- 
ably construed to be an evasion of the re- 
quirements of the statute. 


The bill providing for the taxation of 
corporations on theirsfranchises and busi- 
ness passed the Assembly yesterday by a 
nearly unanimous vote, after having been 
delayed in its progress about three weeks by 
the injection into it of the irrelevant eleventh 
section allowing extraordinary exemptions to 
street railway companies. When the motion 
‘0 strike this section out was finally brought 
0 a vote, there were barely a dozen members 
who ventured to vote in favor of saving it. 
Why it was ever admitted by the commit- 
see cannot be explained on any ground 
ereditable to its members, and Mr. STEeExz, 


‘of Oswego, has seriously lowered him- 


self in the esteem of fair-minded men hy 
his apologetic defense of the section. Its 
overwhelming defeat is another evidence of 
the waning power of the corporation lobby 
at Albany. Mr. STEELE’s ‘‘equalization’’ 
bill was defeated in the Assembly for lack of 
two-thirds in its favor, but the number of 
votes given for it is as incomprehensible as 
the provisions of the bill. The work of the 
Tax Commission promises to be of value in 
almost exact proportion to its immunity 
from mangling in its course through the 
Legislature.

The adoption of the five-minute rule in re- 
gard to speeches in the Assembly indicates an 
intention to get through with the work of 
the session as soon as possible. When the 
supply bill has been disposed of in confer- 
ence and by both houses, when the street- 
cleaning question has been settled, the 
amendments to the New-York charter 
passed, the Railroad Commission bill 
enacted, and as much tax law revision 
as can be completed at this session. satis- 
factorily performed, there will-be little 
further excuse for prolonging the session. 
Whatever may be the fate of the other im- 
portant measures still pending, it is ob- 
vious that the work of reforming the sys- 
tem of taxaffon must, in part, go over 
till next session, The Excise tax bill is 
practically beaten, and many of the objects 
aimed at by the Governor’s commission have 
not even assumed definite form. The work 
of the commission has been done with such 
conscientious care, and their methods have 
been marked with so scrupulous a regard to 
the equities of the questions before them, 
that it would be a pity if their labors were 
to end with the term of the Legislature. 
During the recess the commission can per- 
fext a great many useful suggestions and 


be done next year. It is to be hoped that 
provision will be made for prolonging their 
official existence. Tee

Troubles thicken in Russia. The anti- 
Jewish riots at Elizavetgrad, in Southern 
Russia, which are credited with damage to 
the amount of $1,800,000, have just -been 
supplemented by a formidable tumult among 
the Mussulmans of the Caspian port of 
Baku, which was not quelled without blood- 
shed. This, indeed, is merely a local catas- 
trophe, the Moslem population of Russia be- 
ing a comparatively unimportant element, 


but should the persecution of their brethren: 


provoke the Jewish capitalists to transfer 
themselves and their wealth elsewhere, as 
they have more than once threatened to do, 
the effect upon the already embarassed 
finances of the empire would be simply para- 
lyzing. The proposed establishment of a 
local council in each Province for the trans- 
action of local affairs in connection with the 
central Government is probably the nearest 
approach to constitutional rule which Russia 
can make at present; but the fact of even 
this reform being dependent upon the con- 
tinuance in office of Gen. Maurikorr, for 
whose overthrow every man of the old 
Court party is doing his utmost, augurs ill 
for the cause of progress. 


The Mayor and Controller have entered a 
vigorous protest against the street railroad 
bill known as Senate bill 344, and its pro- 
moters, despairing of securing its passage 
in its present shape, have appeared before 
the Assembly Committee with amendments 
which change it almost beyond recognition. 
Without going into the merits of these, 
which cover no small amount of possible 
knavery, it is simply necessary to point 
out that this cumbrous and complicated 
general law is alleged by its defenders to be 
chiefly, if not solely, for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the building of a cross-town rail- 
road in Forty-second-street, which is said to 
be asked for by ‘‘a large majority of property- 


| ownerson thestreet.’’ When evidence of this 


latter assertion is forthcoming, the committee 
may very properly refer the promoters of the 
bill to the facilities afforded them by exist- 
ing laws, and, whether forthcoming or not, 
they may, with a proper regard for public 
interests, decline to’ believe that so ambi- 
tious an act has been drafted at Utica and 
strongly sustained at Albany to accomplish 
so little. 


District Attorney Rouurns does not think 
that Gov. CoRNELL’s proclamation in re- 
gard to the violation of the lottery laws had 
reference to New-York any more than any 
other county in the State. It is quite pos-

that the efforts 
been made in this City 
to suppress lottery and policy games 
have been mainly due to the per- 
sonal influence of the Governor, and Mr. 
Ro.u1ns is certainly mistaken in the assump- 
tion that the laws against lotteries are being 
‘‘ strenuously enforced’’ in this City. Just 
a week ago nearly a column of the ad- 
vertising space of the New-York World 
was devoted to the announcement of 
the drawings of a Kentucky lottery 
scheme in open defiance of the law, 
which, as stated by the Governor, forbids 
‘‘any person or persons, owning or conduct- 
ing any newspaper or other publication 
issued in this State, to give notice of, or ad- 
vertise therein, the sale of any lottery tickets, 
or the drawing of any lottery, located either 
within or without the State.’”’ The QGov- 
ernor’s honesty and resoluteness of purpose 
in this matter might be not unprofitably im- 
itated by those charged with the enforce- 
ment of the law.

WITHOUT FRINOIPZLE. 


The Republican Senators at Washington 
show a consciousness of being in an awk- 
ward position, and the chief purpose of the 
caucus of Tuesday appeared to be to de- 
vise some way of getting out of it in a 
peaceable and decorous manner. It is evi- 
dent that the Senators have no desire for a 
quarrel in the party and that they see no oc- 
casion or excuse for it; but they are forced 
by their position to participate in a quarrel 
thrust upon them unless they can manage 
somehow to have it taken off their hands. 
They do not wish to antagonize ‘the Presi- 
dent; it would be a strange posture of af- 
fairs that should beget or justify such a wish. 
Neither do they feel that there is sufficient 
occasion for joining in a contest in behalf of 
the President which is directed against one 
of their own number, and which is likely to 
work nothing but injury tothe party. They 
are placed in am-embarrassing position and 
invited to a contest, when there was no need 
of any contest and is now no rational 
ground on which it can be waged. 


The zealous partisans of the President in 
the miserable quarrel which he seems to in- 
sist on having with Senator ConxLine claim 
that the prerogatives of his office are at stake, 
and that the confirmation of Judge Rosert- 
SON is necessary to a vindication of his right 
in the matter of Federal appointments. But 
this claim would give to the contest more 
of character and dignity than belongs to 
it. Had the President in the first place, 
by word and action, expressed his pur- 
pose to deal with public offices as a trust 
from the people, to be administered scrupu- 
lously in their interest; had he announced 
the determination to make appointments for 
merit and fitness, seeking light in regard to 
the character of candidates from such sources 
as were open to him, but admitting the right 
of no political leader to dictate or to di- 
vide with him the powers of his office, 
and had he proceeded to act upon 
the principles thus avowed, then in 
case of resistance or opposition he would 
have had some ground on which to make a 
contest. He could have summoned the 
party to his support, and it would have been 
compelled to declare itself for or against a 
principle. He would have occupied a strong 
vantage ground, and could have invoked the 
power of public opinion to sustain him, and 
there is hardly a doubt that personal oppo- 
sition, based on aclaim to dictate appoint- 
ments to office, would have shrunk into in- 
significance. 

But the President announced no such lofty 
principle and gave no evidence of acting 
upon any such exalted idea of the fiduciary 
character of his office. On the contrary, he

patronage wherewith to placate and harmo- 
nize the leaders and reward the workers of 
the party. He consulted Mr. Conk.ine and 
other party leaders in regard to his general 
plans and purposes in making appointments, 
and gave them assurance of a desire to meet 
their wishes and satisfy their claims. Practi- 
cally, he adopted the idea on which their 
pretensions were based, and gave them rea- 
son to expect to be consulted whenever ap- 
pointments touched those pretensions. He 
thereby left himself no ground on which to 
resist dictation and to fight the pretensions 
of Senators as a matter of principle. Aside 
from the general attitude which he has as- 
sumed in the distribution of offices, the par- 
ticular appointment about which a contest 
has been precipitated was based on no 
ground that would justify the claim that he 
is contending for the maintenance of his of- 
ficial prerogatives and resisting the arrogant 
dictation of the New-York Senator. 


When the name of Judge RosEertTson 
was submitted to the Senate for the office of 
Collector of this port, the office was not va- 
cant. The term of Collector Merritt had 
not expired, and was not about to expire. 
Mr. Merritt had given no intimation of a 
desire to leave the office, and no allegation 
was offered that he was not performing its 
duties satisfactorily. Not only was there no 
reason for achange, but, the Collector being 
admitted to be efficient, honest, and experi- 
enced, reason was altogether against it. 
There was not, and could not, be any pre- 
tense that Judge RoBeRTSON was better fit- 
ted for the position than the man in poss:s- 
sion, who, as is well known, was no 
follower of Mr. Conxuinc. The ap- 
pointment itself was based on no prin- 
ciple. Why it was made, unless as 
a reward for political service or to please 
Secretary Barn, or to convey a direct and 
intendéd affront to Senator CoNKLING, no 
man can divine. It is pretended that cer- 
tain other appointments in this State were 
intended to meet the claims of Mr. Conx- 
ting. If this isso, they. were made for a 
bad reason and on a bad principle, but 
there is no evidence that he desired them, 
was consulted about them, or was either 
pleased or displeased with them. But 
Judge RoBERTSON was known to be fore- 
most of his political enemies in this 
State. That would not have been a 
reason against his appointment if reasons 
of a high character in favor of it had ex- 
isted, but it seems to have been made for 
the purpose of picking a quarrel and rais- 
ing a contest for which there was no occa- 
sion and no justification. There is no prin- 
ciple involved in it, and the position which 
the Republican Senators find so awkward 
and embarrassing is one for which the Presi- 
dent is primarily responsible, and one from 
which it is his duty to relieve them. 


MR. DORSEY’S DEFIANCE. 


The case of ex-Senator Dorszy is a fair 
example of star route operations, and his 
course is an equally good example of the 
impudent denial of an offense which has been 
clearly proved. Concerning Mr. Dorsry’s 
general character and his past record, it is 
not now necessary to speak. There is not 
much to be said to his credit. But, aside 
from other complications with which 
his name appears connected with the 
star route schemes, the evidence adduced 
in one particular branch of the investigation 
is overwhelming against him. From the 
letters and telegrams which passed between 
Dorssry and his Oregon agent, WiLcox, it 
is shown that the former agreed to pay the 
latter a salary and his expenses for getting 
up petitions, and doiag other work of a 
doubtful character, concerning certain star 
routes. One of these routes was from 
Eugene City, Oregon, across the Cas- 
cade Range, to Mitchell, in Eastern 
Oregon. A glance at the map will show 
even the reader who is unfamiliar with that 
part of the country that a mail service over 
such a route must needs be almost unne- 
cessary. ‘The route is through a region com- 
paratively uninhabited. The line of the 
mail service is through a wilderness until it 
enters the fertile regions east of the moun- 
tains, where there are a few villages, whose 
communication with the rest of the world 
is by lines running north and south. 


Probably it was because this section was 
so remote that it was one of those selected 
for the operations of Dorszy and Company. 
This gifted gentleman, with his own hand, 
drew up a form ofa petition asking for an in- 
crease on this route from a weekly to a daily 
service. That is to say, Mr. Dorsey, in 
Washington, having hired W1Lcox to ‘‘ work 
up”’ the star route business in Oregon, writes 
out for him a form of a petition to be 
forwarded to tho Post Office Depart- 
ment, to serve as a basis for future 
operations. This petition was worded in 
the usual stereotyped manner, claiming that 
the public interests of a ‘‘ large and rapidly 


-increasing population’? demanded a daily 


mail, The population is always increasing 
when more money is needed on star routes. 
And in this case, as Dorsry instructed 
his agent to take his draft of a pe- 
tition as a general form for others, it 
is to be supposed that the changes 
were rung on the well-worn phrases 
which _ their 
introduced. And Mr. Dorszy shrewdly 
advised that the language of the petitions 
must be varied in each copy, and that they 
should be in different handwriting; it would 
not look well to have the large and increas- 
ing population of the mountains of Oregon 
use one form of words, written in one and 
the same handwriting. WiLcox, at his end 
of the line, we are to suppose, manipulated 
the petition. Dorszy, in Washington, knew 
so much about the needs of Eastern Oregon 
that when his petition, largely multiplied, 
came pouring in upon Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brapy, he was able 
to persuade that honest public servant 
that only a daily mail over the Cascade 
Range would save the people from heathen- 
ish darkness. At any rate, the service was 
‘*expedited,’’ and the pay was increased 
from $2,468 per annum to $21,460. It will 
be observed that Dorsey managed the busi- 
ness, but the contract stands in the name of 
J. M. Pecx, who isa brother-in-law of 8. 
W. Dorszy. This is afair sample of Dor- 
SEY’s operations in Oregon and Washington 
Territory. There are other jobs of the same 
sort. In all of them Dorsey figured active- 
ly as the promoter. 

Long before the information relative to 
Dorsky’s operations in Oregon came out

accomplished author had 
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that is to say, on the last day of April, 1881— 
Mr. Dorsgy addressed to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James a letter complaining that he 
{[Dorsgy] had been made a conspicuous 
mark for the shafts of certain assailarts, 
who charged that he had been connected 
with frauds on the Post Office Depart- 
ment. With an admirable semblance of 
injured innocence, Mr. Dorsxzy, while for- 
bearing to make complaint that Postmaster- 
General James had not hastened to vindicate 
the ex-Senator’s character, demanded that 
an investigation should at once be ordered, 
so that he [ex-Senator Dorsry] should 
not be detained from other business to 
defend his reputation from ‘‘ base and un- 
founded assaults.’” We must assume that 
Mr. Dorsry was not quibbling when he in- 
timated that the alleged frauds with which 
his name had been coupled had been 
unearthed since. Mr. James became 
Postmaster-General. We must believe 
that this letter was a general denial 
that -he was, or had been, connected with 
any of the postal frauds. If this was Mr. 
Dorsry’s intention, it was merely ‘‘ a game 
of. bluff’? on his part. For, unless a vast 
conspiracy against him has been contrived, 
he was the promoter of several schemes for 
obtaining money from the Treasury under 
false pretenses. One route, let for $2,468 
per year, was increased to $21,460. Another 
route, let for $1,800, was increased to 
$18,475. In Washington Territory, one route 
let for $8,288, was swollen to $72,520; and 
still another was ‘‘ expedited’’ from $2,888 
to $21,500 per year. With all of these Mr. 
S. W. Dorszy was so intimately connected 
that he may fairly be called their promoter. 
It is characteristic of the man, and of the 
business in which he was engaged, that he 
should claim that he had been calumniated 
by those who were unearthing the frauds, 
and that he should “court investigation’”’ in 
the usual impudent fashion. 


THE SPARTANBURG CELEBRATION. 


Measured by the standards of a generation 
that has witnessed the tremendous engage- 
ments of Murfreesboro and Gettysburg, the 
little Revolutionary battle whose hundredth 
anniversary was celebrated yesterday seems 
a small affair. To begin with, the contest 
at the Cowpens was not fought May 11, 

781, as its belated centennial commemora- 
tion might indicate, but nearly four months 
earlier; and thus the favorite opening 
phrase of centennial orators, ‘‘ on this spot 
100 years ago to-day,’’ was useless yester- 
day. When, in addition, such veterans of 
our civil war as were present at the Spar- 
tanburg ceremonies heard that in the vic- 
tory thus celebrated the total force on one 
side was 1,100 men and on the other 1,000, 
they must have contrasted the affair with 
some of their own war experiences, in which 
150,000 or 200,000 men faced each other in 
three days’ combats. 


Yet, neither the size of the field nor the 
number of the combatants, nor even the 
vastness of the slaughter, necessarily deter- 
mines the decisiveness of a battle; while all 
the soldierly qualities of daring, foresight, 
skillful planning, and masterly manceuvring, 
may subsist in a cross-roads skirmish as 
well as in a Shiloh or a Malvern Hill. Mor- 
GAN’s victory at the Cowpens is worthy of 
all the centennial honors it has received, be- 
cause in the Revolutionary struggle, of 
which it formed a part, it was important 
and fruitful. Indeed, it is only by recalling 
the circumstances of the combat that its true 
character can be appreciated. 


Up to that time, or, rather up to its fore- 
runner, the affair at King’s Mountain, in 
the same border region of the two Carolinas, 
the patriot cause at the South had, ever 
since the brilliant opening repulse of the 
British fieet from Fort Moultrie, been a fail- 
ure. Prevost had ravaged Florida at will; 
Savannah, at that time the capital of 
Georgia, had been taken by the British with 
a loss of only 24 men, whiie about 50 
pieces of artillery were there captured; the 
whole of the inhabited part of Georgia 
which the British chose to occupy was 
seized; an attempt of the combined French 
and American forces to retake Savannah 
was repulsed with such vigor that the army 
of the assailants went to pieces; Charleston 
was occupied by the British with no resist- 
ance worthy of the name, and 5,000 
prisoners were there paroled; the post of 
Ninety-six was surrendered without a fight; 
Burorp’s Virginians were hacked to pieces 
by TARLETON’s cavalry, few escaping, and 
CLINTON announced that ‘‘the inhabitants 
from every quarter declare their allegiance 
to the King—there are few men in South 
Carolina who are not either our prisoners or 
in arms with us.”” When GaAtEs was put in 
command to mend matters and was rein- 
forced by a large part of the Southern troops 
of WASHIN@TON’s army, CoRNWALLIS fell 
on him and annihilated his army at Camden. 


The first turn of the tide came at King’s 
Mountain, where Fareuson’s party of To- 
ries, with a nucleus of British regulars, ad- 
vancing too rashly in the defensible Alle- 
ghany region near the boundary between 
the two Carolinas, was overwhelmed by the 
Americans, Major-Gen. GREENE, who had 
now succeeded Gatzs, at once began active 
reconnoissances, and one of these was under 
charge of Brig.-Gen. Danret MorcGan, who 
had aforceof Marylanders, Virginians, Car- 
olinians, and Georgians, in all about a thou- 
sand. His first exploit was to disperse a 
body of Tories; but meanwhile his own re- 
treat was threatened by CoRNWALLIS, who 
was marching to cut off his junction with 
GREENE, While TarLEeTON crossed Broad 
River in direct pursuit. The time was the 
opening of the year 1781, the region the 
boundary line between the Carolinas, not 
far from the Cherokee ford on the Broad 
River. MoraGan sent adispatch to GREENE, 
Jan. 15, saying that he wanted to avoid a 
battle in so tight a place, but expressing the 
fear that he might be driven into it. The 
next day TariteTon had gained on him so 
much that his only resource was to turn 
at bay. 

On the morning of Jan. 17, 1781, Mor- 
GAN drew up his men in line and awaited 
TARLETON’S onset. The latter had put his 
troops on the march soon after midnight, 
and they went into action about 9 o’clock 
by no means fresh. However, they charged 
so vigorously that Morean’s lines were 
driven in. But the American commander 
had judiciously posted riflemen on both 
flanks of his position, who opened a scatter- 
ing, but demoralizing, fire on the British 


column. and. in the midst of the confusion. 


‘the cavalry, under Lieut.-Col. WasHineTon, 


successfully charged. The rout of TARLE- 
TON was complete; his loss in killed and 
wounded was severe, and of the remainder 
of his force of eleven hundred men, the 
greater part were captured. Morean re- 
ported 12 killed and 60 wounded. He 
burned TARLETON’s trains on the spot, and 
carried off the prisoners, the two fleld-pieces 
which TARLETON had not been able to use 
effectively, and the muskets, horses, and 
other spoils to attest his victory. 

Congress gave Morean a gold medal and 
silver medals and swords to his subordinates; 
and Virginia gave him a horse and a sword. 
Well does his memory merit the statue of 
him which, a hundred years later, is raised 
in honor of his exploit; for this was really 
only the crowning feat of a long and useful 
career. He had been prominent in service 
from the beginning of the war. A New- 
Jerseyman, of humble birth, he had removed 
to Virginia, and been a teamster in Gen. 
Brappocr’s Indian campaign. He raised a 
company of sharpshooters at the outbreak of 
the Revolution, and marched with them to 
Boston, 600 miles away. He was in Ar- 
NOLD’s expedition to Quebec, and was taken 
a prisoner. On being exchanged he had the 
Colonelcy of a rifle regiment under Wasu- 
INGTON, and was then transferred to GaTEs’s 
army, where his services were of the highest 
value in the operations leading to the sur- 
render of Burcoyne. But his true field of 
glory in history is at the Cowpens. Lord 
CoRNWALLIS wrote to CLINTON on the day 
after this victory: ‘‘ It is impossible to fore- 
see all the consequences that this unexpected 
and extraordinary event may produce.” It 
was indeed unexpected, and all the more 
dazzling in consequence. Morean’s fame, 
asthe Spartanburg celebration shows, has 
not grown dim by the lapse of a hundred 
years. 


THE FLYING DUTCHMAN. 


Sea Captains have grown tired of seeing 
the sea-serpent. At least it isa long time 
since any Captain has come into port with a 
story of having met a sea-serpent six hun- 
dred yards long. Inthe place of the sea- 
serpent, the Fiying Dutchman is once more 
attracting the attention of veracious mari- 
ners, and it is probable that during the next 
two or three years numbers of sea Captains 
will make affidavits as to interviews with 
the Flying Dutchman, and will thereupon 
sign the temperance pledge. 

There is some reason to suppose that the 
steamer boarded at Queenstown by Miss 
CHARLOTTE G. O’BRIEN was really com- 
manded by the famous Dutchman who has 
so long cruised in the neighborhood of the 
Cape of Good Hope. It will be remembered 
that on board this ship the steerage passen- 
gers—men, women, and children—were 
compelled to sleep in an enormous ham- 
mock—say thirty feet wide by one hundred 
and fifty feet long—a state of things which 
Miss O’Brien justly and eloquently de- 
nounced. Now, it is well known that this 
method of disposing of steerage passengers 
is absolutely unknown on board our ocean 
steam-ships. Instead of one large ham- 
mock, a quantity of large-sized meal-bags 
are used, each one of which holds half 
a dozen emigrants. At Queenstown the emi- 
grants who have engaged passage in any par- 
ticular steamer are put into these bags, which 
are securely tied up, sealed, and labeled, 
and are afterward hung from the deck 
beams. Small holes are cut in the bags, 
through which the emigrants breathe, and 
through which they are fed once a day with 
strong beef-tea. This is the system notori- 
ously and universally adopted by all ocean 
steamers, and Miss O’Brien could not have 
seen her comprehensive hammock on board 
any vessel known to the port authorities of 
Queenstown. Moreover, she says that this 
remarkable steamer was an American vessel, 
and she mentions how many passengers the 
vessel usually carries. There is but one 
purely American line of steamers—consist- 
ing of four American and five English ves- 
sels—none of which are of the size of Miss 
O’Brien’s steamer. The only rational ex- 
planation of her story is that the Flying 
Dutchman has abandoned his old galliot— 
which must have become unseaworthy long 
ago—and taken command of a phantom 
steamer, on board of which Miss O’Brizn 
has discovered her extraordinary hammock. 

However this may be, there can be little 
doubt that Capt. Prodgers, of the American 
bark Sally G., has actually met the Flying 
Dutchman. On the arrival of the Sally G. 
at New-London,~ last Wednesday, from 
Palermo, with fruit to consignee, her Cap- 
tain told the following remarkable story: 

On the 1ith of April last, and at about 10 
o’clock in the morning, the bark being then 
in latitude 42° 18’ and about fifteen hundred 
miles from Montauk Point—there being a 
light breeze from the south-south-east, and 
the bark running dead before it with all her 
square-sails set and the mate having just 
ordered the studding-sail booms to be rigged 
out—a sail was reported a little on the star- 
board bow. In due time the Sally G. came 
up with what proved to be a Dutch brig, so 
far as could te judged from her spars and 
her green deck-house, which backed her 
maintop-sail and launched a boat. It was 
evident that her Captain wanted to speak 
the Sally G., and accordingly the latter was 
hove to, her Captain being a humane man, 
and not being in any particular hurry. 
The brig was old-fashioned, and from 
her appearance had been at sea a 
long time, so long that her name had 
faded from her stern, unless, of course, it 
had been designedly scraped off. Still, she 
seemed to be in good enough condition, and 
Capt. Prodgers naturally wondered what 
the Dutchman could want. The latter’s 
boat hooked on to the main chains—there 


being very little sea at the time—and the 


man in charge of her boarded the Sally G. 
and made a long speech to the Captain in an 
unknown tongue. The gallant American 
crew of the Sally G. consisted of eighteen 
men, among whom were eight Irishmen, 
three Scotchmen, two Englishmen, a 
Swede, and four ‘‘Dagos,’’ who were 
either Portuguese, Spaniards, or Italians. 
The word was passed forward for some one 
of the crew to come aft and act as interpre- 
ter, but it was found that there was not a 
man on board who could understand what 
the alleged Dutchman wanted. 

In these circumstances, Capt. Prodgers 
told the mate—Mr. Anderson—that he had 
better take a boat and board the brig and 
find out what was the matter. The mate 


promptly launched the port quarter boat 
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and pulled to the brig. He found a weather- 
beaten old man in command of her, who 
seemed greatly pleased to see him, but to all 
Mr. Anderson’s questions, although they 
were asked in the loudest and clearest voice 
the latter could command, the Captain 
replied at great length, but in perfectly un- 
intelligible words. When the mate chalked 
the latitude and longitude on the after-hatch, 
thinking that the brig’s chronometer might 
be out of order, the Dutch Captain shook 
his head with great emphasis, Mr. An- 
derson then sounded the well to find 
if the brig leaked, looked into the 
harness cask and into the steward’s 
pantry to see if there was any sign that pro- 
visions were low; searched through the 
cabin and forecastle, thinking that perhaps 
the cholera had broken out among the crew, 
and satisfied himself that the water-casks on 
deck were reasonably full. With all his 
efforts he could not find that there was any- 
thing wrong about the brig or her people, 
and when he said to her Captain, ‘‘So far 
as I see, there ain’t nothin’ the matter no 
more than what a sailor-man would expect 
for to find aboard a Dutchman,”’ the latter 
smiled serenely and began another long 
speech, after which Mr. Anderson thanked 
him, and said that it wasn’t worth mention- 
ing, and so returned to the Sally G. Both 
vessels then filled away and stood on their 
respective courses, the Dutchman steering 
about south-east, as if he were making for 
the Bermudas or, say, the Spanish Main. 

It is Capt. Prodgers’s firm belief that this 
mysterious Dutch brig was the genuine Fly- 
ing Dutchman,’ He was strengthened in that 
belief by the fact that within eighteen- hours 
after leaving her he experienced a violent 
hurricane from the westward, which drove 
him more than a hundred miles out of his 
course. What the Dutchman wanted will 
forever be a profound mystery. If the Cap- 
tain of the brig was really a live man, it is 
inconceivable that he should induce an 
American bark to heave to merely in order 
to make polite speeches in unknown tongues. 
If, on the contrary, he was the Flying Dutch- 
man, he would naturally do all sorts of mys- 
terious things. Other vessels will do well to 
keep a lookout for a strange Dutch brig 
with single topsail-yards and stump royal- 
masts, and ascertain, if possible, her true 
character.

The philosopher who declared thaf it re- 
quired brains to black boots well might have added 
that boot-blacking well conducted is anything but 
an unprofitable business. At least this must be the 
conclusion of those who know anything about the 
earnings of the well-situated bootblack in a large 
city. There is one young man in New-York, for 
instance, who does the “shining” for the 
patrons of a certain down-town restaurant, 
and who does not think he has done 
an average day’s business unless his receipts 
for his eight working hours amount to at 
least $3. And, moreover, heisan exceedingly inde- 
pendent young man, will black boots for no one 
who does not treat him civilly, indulges in a 
month’s vacation each Summer, patronizes the 
opera, and discourses fluently, if not always dis- 
criminatingly, in regard to tenor and prima donna. 
Still another of the fraternity—a_ youngster 
hardly well in his teens—was the other day 
heard to exclaim, with a grand air, to 
a fellow-toiler in another field, ‘‘Pshaw! 
I couldn’t be hired to sell newspapers.”” Now 
comes a story from Albany, in this State, to the 
effect that a bootblack in that city bas saved 
$2,500 from his earnings of the past eight years, 
besides paying his mother, forthe greater portion 
of the time, board at the rate of $8 a week. With 
such examples before them, itis to be wondered 
atthat the hundreds of young and able-bodied 
men who have again forthe season began to idle 
their time away on the benches of the City parks 
could not find some more profitable employment. 
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What truth there may be in anitem running 
its course in the French prints no one can say, but 
it is said that in the leading banking houses in 
Europe what is called a detective camera is to 
be used, Amanof suspicious appearance makes 
his way up to the Cashier’s counter and pre- 
sents a letter of credit ora draft.

Some of the clerks go to sleep, or smoke cigars, 
or skylark, or do other things not exactly in keep- 
ing with their calling, and off starts a series of 
plates, worked by clock-work, and every action of 
the clerks during a series of hours is recorded. 
There might be even a pleasing, though rather 
compromising, use of this mechanical camera. 
With such an instrument all the handsomest 
women at a soirée might be photographed without 
their knowledge, and galleries of beauties be at 
any oue’s command. Let it be hoped, however, 
that this camera, ifitisto be used, will only be 
employed for thieves and rascals. That it is per- 
fectly possible to take such instantaneous pictures, 
without a person knowing it, admits of no reason- 
able doubt. 
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Suppose in the Museum of Natural History 
or in the Historical Society there happened to be a 
skeleton of a fish which evidently was of the com- 
posite Japanese mermaid character, or a so-called 
ancient document which bore on its face all the 
appearances of being a rank forgery?. It is rational 
to suppose that the officers or Trustees of these in- 
stitutions would employ the most diligent research 
in discovering the truth as to the facts, indifferent 
as to the sources from whence these objects were 
obtained, and would, when arriving at a conclusion, 
at least show some small modicum of common 
sense. If such objects were even likely to create 
suspicion, they would know that it would be to 
their interest to weed them out of their collection. 
This is exactly what the Metropolitan Museum has 
not done. Photographs of the most convincing 
character have been published by Mr. Frevuarpenrt, 
proving that objects in the Cypriote collection 
have been tampered with. The testimony of Mr. 
Cox, a gentleman who enjoys the entire con- 
fidence of some of the most trustworthy firms 
in New-York, has been held as good 
for nothing. He is positive that he saw with 
his own eyes restorations going on. If there 
was the least chance of his being in error, the pho- 
tographs taken of the various objects in the 
Museum when they were inatransition state can 
be produced. The artotypes published by Mr. 
FevarpDENnT show individual 3tatues, which some 


‘years before were in one condition and to-day are 


in another. If these matter8’ were put before a 
dozen men picked up at random in the streets, 
and the whole story told them, and the pictures of 
the statues exhibited, utterly deficient as they 
might be in artistic or archeological knowledge, 
these men, one and all of them, would say, “ This 
photograph differs in form and look from that one. 
We do not know what they represent, but if this 
is the picture of a man in stone made in 1878, it is 
not like the same stone man in 1880.""" Now, when 
the governing body of the Metropolitan Museum 
ignore such things, shut their eyes and stop up 
their ears, the only inference to be drawn from 
their recent action is that they are utterly incom- 
petent to be at the head of the institution. The 
truth of the story is that certain gentlemen, when 
they purchased at an exorbitant price a very mixed 
collection, to their misfortune had a Director 
thrown in with the lot. One oftwo things should 
be at once decided upon, by them; they 
should either get rid of what is worthless in the 
collection or of the person who collected and sold 
it to them, and perhaps the last would be the more 
satisfactory in the end, though apparently at this 
present moment the most difficult. Notwithstand- 
ing the hieh social character of the gentlomen com-

for to-day, with a vast number of spurious objects 

in its cases, its usefulmess as an art educator i 

seriously impaired. With increasing intelligence, 
and the interest awakenod by this discussion, the 
absurd characteristics of the Cypriote collection, 
the trickery and transmogrifications the figures 
have been subjected to, will become more manifest 
every day. If not in 1881, certainly at some time 
not far distant, what is spurious in the collection 
will have to be removed. Then the action of the 
gentlemen who were timid or cared more for theit 
own reputations as experts than for truth will be 
represented in no flattering light. This whole busi- 
ness is not to be regarded in the light of an archzo« 
logical squabble. On one side there is skill and 
honesty, on the other ignorance and incompetency. 
To-day we have every reason to suppose thata 
very large amount of money, which it was intended 
should have been given to the Museum by a private 
person, has been withheld, nor will it be given un- 
til the Trustees frankly meet the charges mad¢ 
against their management. 
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The terrible malady known as the pellagra 
has at length aroused tho serious attention of the 
Italian Government and the municipal authorities 
of some ofthe leading cities of the districts where 
it prevails. It seems tg have been unknown before 
the middle of the last century, and its ravages are 
confined to those of the rural laboring population 
who are ill-fed and overtasked, and even then only 
afflict. certain districts. Sardinia and Sicily are 
exempt from it. The Provinces of Brescia, Padua, 
Piacenza, and Ferrara suffer most—in Brescia & 
inthe 1,000. The earliest sensations of the person 
attacked are an itching and redness on the hands 
and feet, followed by attenuation of the whole 
body. Finally the patient becomes a mere mum: 
my, dried up, apathetic, insentient. A tendency ta 
suicide is a marked characteristic of the malady, 
which frequently ends in madness. Great paing 
have been taken to discover the origin of this ter 
rible trouble. It is established beyond a doubt 
that poor food is the main cause, but obviously 
there must be something more than this, inas- 
much as the pellagra has not broken out 
in Ireland and many other countries where the 
food has been as scanty. A most intelligent re 
porter of the Pavia Chamber of Commerce seem? 
to have solved the mystery in the course of his 
painstaking inquiries on the spot. The flour of 
maize forms the basis of the food of Pellagra’s 
smitten populations, and the peasants there rarely 
consume it ina wholesome condition, but eat it 
more or less fermented, formed into bread so 
revolting that the very pigs recoil from it, and 
washed down with water almost always of the 
worst. If maize besound and of good quality, no 
ill results follow, even if it be used exclusively, but 
pellagra almost certainly follows the exclusive use 
of damaged maize by those in weak condition. It 
has often been observed here that Itallans will 
undertake the most noisome labor, and that they 
live more frugally than any other class in the com- 
munity. But to thousands of them the hardest 
life here must be luxury to what they have known 
at home. The Pavian reporter tells us that in the 
richest districts may be seen a population morally 
reduced to the level of brutes, and physically 
ruined by the inhuman severity of its labor, infa- 
mous food, and shameful lodging. The proprietors 
and their agonts appear to be utterly indifferent to 
the condition of the laborers. Now that the Goy- 
ernment and the great cities have turned their 
attention to the subject, there seems some ground 
to hope that this frightful state of things may be 
at last abated.

AT EIGHTY-EIGHT IN MAY 


NEVER SO HOT THUS EARLY WITH. 

1N TEN YEARS PAST, 

SCENES OF SUFFERING THROUGHOUT THE 
CITY—SHADE AND COOL PLACES—HOT 
WEATHER GENERAL IN THE ENTIRE 
COUNTRY—DEATHS IN THE CITY. 

A foretaste of what is to be expected during 
the coming Summer was given to the citizens of 
New-York yesterday in one of the most uncomfort- 
able days which has been experienced since the 
heated term of last year. The warm wave which 
enveloped the City and interfered with the prose- 
cution of all business, except that of the saloons, 
Was very general in its effects throughout the 
oountry, the thermometer marking an increase of 
temperature in nearly every large city from which 
reports are received by the Signal Service Bureau. 
The day was a fit prelude to the opening of 
what gives promise to be as uncomfortable 
A Summer season as that of 1880. Warning is 
given, too, at just about the same time that it was 
given last year. The first excessively warm 
weather of 1880 came on the 9th of May, and con- 
tinued, with the exception of a few days, through- 
out the entire month. This year the heated term 
begins on the 1ith, and how long it is to last it is 
impossible to predict. At the Signal Service office 
no hope of any change forthe betteris given for 
to-day, and there is no sign of a rain-storm, which 
might serve to coolthbe air. During the last few 
jays it has been much warmer in the West than in 
the East, and it is the warm wave which our 
neighbors on the western frontier have been 
experiencing which has now made its way to 
the Atlantic sea-board, and bids fair to 
stay with us for a while. At 9 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the thermometer at Hudnut’s 
marked a temperature of 67°, and at the same hour 
reports from various cities inthe North, West, ana 
South gave the following record: Albany, 75°, a 


rise of 3° during 24 hours; Alpena, Mich., 68°, a 
rise of 23°; Boston, 53°, a rise of 12°; Baltimore, 
, arise of 8°: Augusta,-Ga., 69°, a rise of 2°; 
uffalo, 54°, a fall of 12; Burlington, Vt., 65°, a rise 
of 8°; Cairo, lll, 76°, a rise of 6°; Charleston, 8. 
C., 71°, arise of 1°; Galveston, Texas. 76°. a rise of 
©; Key West, Fla., 77°, a rise of 1°; Nashville, 
‘enn., 74°, showing no change from Tuesday; Phil- 
ndelphia, 67°. a rise of 3°; Washington, D. C., 70°.4 
rise of 2°; Cincinnati, 72°, a rise of 1°, and Leaven- 
worth, Kan., 71°, a rise of 10°. 
In this City the day was the warmest which has 
been experienced at this season for the past 10 
ears, the thermometer at 3:80 P. M. registering 88° 
nthe shade. An alleged wind was reported to be 
blowing at the rate of seven miles per hour during 
the morning, and upon certain elevated positions, 
such as the top of the obelisk, this breeze could be 
felt by devoting one’s whole attention to it, ‘but in 
the streets, during the greater ag of the day, 
while the excessive heat prevailed, the wind was 
imperceptible. ‘Toward evening the breeze fresh- 
ened slightly, and the atmosphere became more 
tolerable, but in the middle of the day, when the 
bard work of most people is being done, there was 
searcely a breath of air. The following table gives 
the mepeerenre of May 11 for the last 10 years as 
recorded at Hudnut’s, and an analysis shows that it 
was warmer yesterday during the middle of the 
day by 8° than on the same date last year, and 
very much warmer than in any preceding year of 
the decade:

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Tuesday evening was uncomfortably warm, and 
the night was passed in a restless manner ky most 
citizens, so that after experiencing an almost sleep- 
less night they were poorly prepared to brave the 
discomforts of the day. The sun arose upon a city 
in which scarce a breath of air was stirring, and 
the men and women whose business called them 
early into the streets came forth yawning and im- 
pressed with a lazy, weary feeling which was not 
improved by the close atmosphere which greet- 
ed them. As the sun climbed the heavens 
its rays began to pour down with 
ever-increasing power until the Zenith was 
reached, and the mercury, responding to its 
master, mounted higher and higher in the tube. 
Pedestrians hugged the buildings on the shady 
side of the street. Sun umbrellas made their ap- 

* pearance in the thoroughfares, and a few straw 
hats were to be seen on the heads of men sensible 
enough to consult their own comfort in prefer- 
ence to the absurd dictate of fashion, §which, for 
some unexplained reason, forbids straw head- 
gear before the ist of June. The heat was not the 
Duly enemy with which pedestrians had to strug- 
gle. Nearly every street was covered with a coat- 
ing of fine, impalpable dust, and this, itated b 
the wheels of trucks and stages, fiiled the air an 
penetrated the mouth and nose and iungs of 
averybody in the street. It was no wonder that 
people were ill-natured. Those who were fortu- 
hate enough to be beyond the necessity of work- 
ing showed their good sense by either getting 
away fromthe City or remaining in their houses, 
with open windows and closed shutters, and 
Bwelling the income of the ice companies. It was 
not the kind of day to invite unnecessary exertion, 
and itissafe to say that no extra work was done 
dy anybody who could avoid it. 

The horses attached to the different cars of the 
Dity lines and to the stages suffered terribly. Driv- 
ers of trucks can favor their animalson such a day, 
but since the elevated trains have come into com- 
petition with the horse cars the latter are bound to 
**make time”’ at whatever cost of horsefiesh. The 
a animals panted and suffered in the burning 

eat, and the experience of the drivers was almost 
as bad, At the watering-places the men in charge 
began their regular Summer business of selling 
bran and water to the drivers.and conductors at a 
penny a giass, and this unpalatable mixture was 
eagerly drank by the men. To passengers some of 
the horse cars proved more comfortable than those 
of the elevated trains on account of the partial 
shade thrown on the tracks by the elevated struc- 
tures. This also afforded a welcome relief to the 
org attached to the cars, tempering the extreme 
eat of the sun’srays very materially. In the dif- 
ferent cattle-yards the animals suffered terribly 
from the heat, and several died from apoplexy. 
The unshorn sheep suffered greatly, and their 
tongues hung from their mouths as they stood 
anting in their — In the menagerie at the 
entral Park the lions and tigers lay panting in 
heir cages without the energy to pace back and 
orth seeking a loop-hole for escape, and the eagles 
oe listless and sleepy on their perches. It was a 
ad day for man and beast, and man and beast 
passed itinas lazy a manner as their several ne- 
Ressities would permit. 

The drinking saloons began their Summer busi- 
mess with arush, and oceans of lager beer, soda 
water, cider, mineral waters, and milk punch were 
absorbed by heated and thirsty men. Ice-water 
was consumed in large quantities, while lemonade 
stands sprang up in every available locality on the 

in thoroughfares, and all did a good business. 

‘he parks were sought by those who were not 
Obliged to work, and the warm hours of midday 

were passed by thousands beneath the grateful 
shelter of the trees. Large throngs went to High 
Bridge by the West Side elevated trains, and many 
Dthers sought the fresh breezes of the water by a 
pail to Staten Island oratrip to Coney Island and 
Rockaway on the cars, Had the large hotels of the 
gea-side resorts been open for business, thousands 
more would have visited these places, and they 
would have been as crowded as at the height of the 
season.

THE TROUBLES AT CORNELL. 


A COMMUNICATION. FROM PROF. RUSSEL IN 


REGARD TO HIS REMOVAL, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Allow me to correct some mistakes in a 
dispatch from here to your paper published 
this morning, ascribing my removal from the 
Professorship of Historv to my refusal to 
invite the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher to preach 
here a second time. [should not gointo print 
to defend myself, but, as an officer of an insti- 
tution, it is my duty to prevent, if possible, in- 
justice to its official acts. 

First—Mr. Beecher preached here in May, 
1876, on the invitation of President White. 
He was entertained, not by me, but by the 
President at his house with the graceful and 
unstinted hospitality which distinguishes him. 
I did not meet him, and had no influence in 
making his reception cold, which it could not 
have been. If it had been my part to enter- 
tain him, I should have done so to the very 
best of my ability. 

Secondly—During the President’s absence I 
have succeeded to his place and occupied his 
house, and upon me has fallen the duty of in- 
viting clergymen to preach hex, I knew 


that Mr. Sage must wish his former Pastor 
and constant friend to be invited, The chapel 
was built by Mr. Sage. His son gave $30,000 
to support the preaching, and as he dearly 
loves Mr. Beecher and considers him a most 
effective preacher, it certainly was not un- 
reasonable that he should wish to have him 
invited. I have no doubt that he did. He 
would have been an extraordinary man if he 
had not been vexed by my not extending an 
invitation to him. Yet he never asked me to 
doso. As President of the Trustees he could 
have had him invited by them, but it was regu- 
larly my business, and he left it to me. 

Lhirdly—So far as I am concerned your 
correspondent is substantially correct, for if I 
did not decline I certainly neglected to invite 
Mr. Beecher. He is wrong, however, in say- 
ing that I acted from a belief in Mr. Beecher’s 
guilt. I acted from a conviction that it was 
not a good thing to havea gentleman of the 

culiar kind of interest which attaches to Mr. 

eecher preach to our young ladies and young 
men. It was a matter of very painful duty 
about which I should have been glad to have 
had doubts, and about which I did not trust 
my own judgment alone. 

Lastly—I differ from your’ correspondent in 
ascribing the action of the Executive Commit- 
tee mainly to Mr. Sage. He has less experi- 
ence as a Trustee than any of them. He 
would be less likely than most of them to push 
his own views on such a delicate matter, and 
he is very kind by nature, as I am informed. 
My own acquaintance with him is slight, or I 
should speak more confidently. 

What I have written has been prompted by 
a sense of duty only, for have seen nobody 
and communicated with nobody since I read 
your correspondent’s article.

Norz.—President Russel’s points against the cor- 
respondent appear to be four. First, he says he 
had nothing to do with making the reception to 
Mr. Beecher cold. He was then Vice-President of 
the university, and the arrangements for preaching 
in the chapel and receiving the preachers from 
time to time. had been committed by President 
White to him. Other men he had taken into his 
house, but Mr. Beecher he did not even meet. Was 
there not coldness in this? Second, Mr. Sage never 
asked him to invite Mr. Beecher. Our correspond- 
ent is positive that Mr. Russel told him Mr. Sage 
had intimated to him at least twice that he should 
like to have his Pastor preach in the chapel, and that 
Mr. Russel said he avoided the subject, resolved as 
he was that the university might better go down 
rather than that Mr. Beecher should come there. 
Third, Mr. Russel did not act from a beliefin Mr. 
Beecher’s guilt. Mr. Russel told our correspondent 
he came to New-York to see a lawyer on that 
very matter, wishing to be set right on the 
Beecher question, and fearing it would some day 
get him into trouble. Fourth, Mr. Russel does not 
ascribe the action of the committee mainly to Mr. 
Sage. One of the Trustees, who has close business 
relations with Mr. Sage, told our correspondent that 
Mr. Sage had been opposed to Mr. Russel for years, 
and substantially admitted that he had been fore- 
most in the attack onhim. It is matter of belief 
in Ithaca that Mr. Sage has called on Mr. Russel 
only once since he went to Ithaca, a year ago, 
thopgh he drives across the university campus near 
his house almost every day. Mr. Russel admits 
that his acquaintance with Mr. Sage is slight, 
When our correspondent called on Mr. Sage last 
Sunday, Mr. Sage took from his coat pocket 
Mr. Russel’s letter of resignation, which 
appeared to have been carried there 
about three weeks. Other Trustees talk of 
this matter seriously and as if some conscientious 
sense of duty had prompted their action. But Mr. 
Sage approached the subject with a broad smile, 
was anxious to talk about it, and appeared 
like aman who had succeeded at last in putting 
through a purpose he had long had in hand. Mr. 
Russel, it will be remembered, first learned of the 
request for his resignation when reading, as was 
his official duty, the minutes of a meeting of the 
Executive Committee held when he was out of 
town. Ourcorrespondent couid not learn that any 
apology had ever been made for this piece of gross 
ineivility.

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ENDING A WILD CAREER. 


PROBABLE SUCCESS OF DAVID RISBEY’S AT- 
TEMPT TO KILL HIMSELF. 

»David Risbey shot himself while in the One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth-street station-house 
yesterday afternoon, where he wasin custody and 
about to be returned to the Elmira Reformatory. 
He belongs to a respectable family in Harlem, 
has alwars been known as a rather wild 
young man, but made himself particularly no- 
torious about three years ago. At that time 
he was driver of a milk wagon,.and fell desper- 
ately in love with a handsome young music teacher 
named Jessie Hunt. Visiting her one evening, he 


proposed marriage, and when refused by herhe 
took a razor from his pocket and threatened to 
murder her if she persisted in ker refusal. Forced 
by fear to do so, she went with him to the rest- 
dence of the Rey. Samuel H. Virgin, in One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth-street, where che cer- 
emony was performed. Repeating her story 
to her friends, at their suggestion she caused 
the arrest of Risbey, and began proceedings to an- 
nulthe marriage. The criminal proceedings were 
unsuccessful, but the marriage was subsequently 
declared void. Risbey had been for a long time 
greatly addicted to drink, and stopped at no 
method to raise money to supply himself with 
liquor. He robbed mother and brother alike, of 
jewelry and clothing, and at last was arrested on 
complaint of his brother. He was convicted and 
sent to the Elmira Reformatory, where he _ re- 
mained for about 16 months. He was released last 
October on accountof good behavior, and, return- 
ing home, promised to leada better life. But/he 
soon fell into his old courses, and, in reply to the 
threats of his family, said he wouid k.ll himself 
rather than return to the reformatory. 

On the 4th inst., when refused money by alady 
cousin living on Lexington-avenue, he attempted 
to draw a razor across his wrist, but she wrenched 
itfrom his hand. Running into the hallway, he 
quickly took a hottle of laundanum from his pocket, 
and swallowed a cuantity of it before any one 
could interefere. He was taken to the Ninety- 
ninth-Street Hospital, and recovering in a few 
days from the effects of the drug, was arraigned 
and committed by Justice Kilbreth, in the Harlem 
Police Court, on acharge of insanity. An exam- 
ination, however, proved him to be sane, and he 
was discharged. In the meantime, Risbey’s friends 
had given notice to the authorities at the re- 
formatory of his conduct while on parole, and a 
warrant was sent from there to Superintend- 
ent Walling ordering his arrest and return to the 
Reformatory. Capt. Davis, of the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct, to whom the warrant was sent yesterday 
morning, learning that Risbey was at the house of 
his mother, in One Hundred and twelfth-street, 
sent Roundsman McKenna to arrest him. He had 
left the house, however, just previous to the 
arrival of the officer, but about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon the Roundsman saw him 
on the front platform of a _ Second- 
avenue car, and told him Capt. Davis wanted to 
see him. Kisbey seemed immediately to,compre- 
hend the situation, but accompanied the officer to 
the station-house without resistance. He enterea 
the station first, Roundsman McKenna stopping by 
the door. As he approached the desk, Sergt. Mui- 
jer, who wasin charge, saw Risbey quickley draw 
and ‘place a revolver to his breast, but he was 
nervous in his aim, and the ball passed close by 
the Sergeant’s head. Before he could be prevented 
he again placed the revolver against his left breast 
and fired, this time the ball passing through his 
lungs. He was carried into a back room, and 
gasped out: ** Thank God, I’m going to leave this 
world. Give me anotherchance, and I'll puta 
bullet through my brain. I would rather dle than 
go back.” Risbey, was removed to the Ninety- 
ninth-Street Hospital, where the physicians say 
there is little hope of his recovery.

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PACIFIC RAILROAD INTERESTS. 

THE CLAIMS OF THE UNION PACIFIC—THE 
NORTHERN PACIFIC AND THE CROW 
RESERVATION. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—A petition was re- 
cently filed in the United States Court of Claims by 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, representing 
that up to-ané including Dec. 81, 1875, the claims 
for the transportation of mails had been adjusted 
upon terms prescribed by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, which terms afforded a compensation to the 
company a little less than the amount charged to 
and paid by private persons for like service. The 
petition also cited other services rendered for 
which proper compensation had not been received 
by the company. The aggregate amount due the 
railroad, according to the petition, was $1,161,720. 


The cause was argued before the Court of Claims 
to-day, Judge Bartlett appearing in behalf of the 
petitioner and Assistant Attorney-General Simons 
for the defendant. The case of the petitioner was 
rested upon the sixth section of the act approved 
July 1, 1862, which act constitutes the charter of 
the company, and the section is as follows: 

Section 6. And be it further enacted that the grants 
aforesaid are made upon condition that said company 
shall pay said bonds at maturity and shall keep said 
railroad and telegraph line in repair and use, and 
shall at alltimes transmit dispatches over said tele- 
graph line and transport maiis, troops, and munitions 
of war, supplies and public stores upon said railroad 
for the Government whenever required to do s0 by 
any department thereof, and that the Government 
shall at ail times have the preference in the use of the 
same for all the purposes aforesaid at fair and reason- 
able rates of compensation, not to exceed the amounts 
paid by private parties for the same kind of service, 
and all compensation for services rendered for the 
Government shall be applied tothe payment of said 
Domes and interest until the whole amount is fully 
paid. 

It is thought by court officers that the case will 
be decided within the next two weeks. 

In the recent decision of the Secretary of the In- 
terior relative to the construction of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad through the Crow Indian reserva- 
tion, the Secretary held that while no unnecessary 
opposition to the contemplated surveys in said 
reservation should be interposed by the Depart- 
ment, yet in order to avoid any hostile 
acts or unfriendly feelings on the part 
of said Indians toward the agents’ or 
employes- of the company, he deemed it 
advisable that the agent at the Crow Agency should 
make known to the Indians the purpose for which 
the preliminary surveys are to be made, and should 
assure the Indians that the lands neceasary for the 
right of way will not be taken until after an agree- 
ment has been entered into between the Indians 
and the United States, and the Indians fairly com- 
pensated. The Secretary gave directions to have 
the views expressed in his decision carried into 
operation... He recognizes simply the -right of the 
railroad company to make preliminary surveys, in 
order to determine whether it will construct its 
line south of the Yellowstone and tnrough the

ATLANTA’S COTTON EXHIBITION. 


FLATTERING ASSURANCES OF SUCCESS—DE- 
TAILS OF THE ENTERPRISE. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—Messrs. J.W. Ryck- 
man and J. W. Nagle, who have been prominent 
movers in the proposed cotton exhibition at-At- 
lanta, Ga., have just returned from that city, and 
report the outset of the enterprise to be successful 
beyond all expectation. There is a wide-spread in- 
terest taken in it at the North, but in the South the 
feeling amounts to positive enthusiasm. Encour- 
aging letters are received from all parts of 
that region, and ex-Gov. Hardiman, of Geor- 
gia, who has visited all the principal South- 
ern cities as a special Commissioner on be- 
half of the exhibition, reports a hearty recep- 
tion and an enthusiastic co-operation everywhere. 
Nor is the manifestation confined to talk alone. 
Applications for exhibition space .are pouring in, 
and $200,000 has been raised thus far toward pay- 
ing the expenses. The plans of the exhibition 
have had to be extended away beyond their orig!- 
nal compass to meet the growing demand, and if 
the enterprise is carried out as now contem- 
plated it will be of importance not only to the 
South, but to the whole country. It is un- 
doubtedly the most important step taken 
on behalf of the South since the war, and 
is so considered by the Southern people, who look 
upon it as a manifestation of fraternal feeling, and 
expect to demonstrate to the North, through it, 
that, whatever politicians on either side of Mason 


and Dixon’s line may say and do, the planters and 

business men of the South are ready and anxious 

to establish the most intimate business and social 

relations with the other parts of a country which 

wen, are fully ready to regard as one common 
nion. 

The exhibition isto be held in Oglethorpe Park at 
Atlanta. The leading features of this park area 
perfectly flat meadow or “bottom,” surrounded 
by an oblong race-course, half a mile long, and 
rising ground encompassing this on every side. 
The main building—on which 300 men were put to 
work last Monday—will occupy the level space 
within the race-course. Some changes have been 
made in its plan, and, as now determined on. 
it will consist of a structure 750 feet long by 
90 wide, with a transept in the centre 
of the same width and 500 feet long. A grand 
promenade will be constructed all around it on the 
track of the race-course. The high ground beyond 
thisis being terraced for the accommodation of 
the other buildings. The main building will be 
devoted to exhibits of textile fabrics and the 
machinery for producing them. Another building, 
250 feet long by 100 feet wide, will be filled with 
machinery for preparing sugar, rice, and similar 

roducts. A still larger one will contain ex- 

ibits of all varieties of tobacco, its products, 
machinery, and everything connected with it. A 
building on the plan of that which contained the 
Kansas and Colorado exhibits at the Centennial 
Exposition will be given = to a comprehensive 
display of the agriculture, the minerals, and the 
woods of the South. This display is to be made 
chiefly by the Southern railroad2, which are co- 
operating to make it the fullest and most compre- 
hensive ever seen. Allthe territory south of the 
Ohio River will be ransacked for suitable objects 
to show here, and the result is expected to be 
a most important § displa of the _ surface 
and underground wealth of the South. As an in- 
stance of the earnestness felt by the raiiroads in 
this enterprise, it may be mentioned that the Ken- 
esaw route has devoted $10,000 to it and the Pied- 
mont Air Line $5,000. These two combinations 
seem to be the prime movers, but all the others 
are working with them to make the most 
complete show ever given of the min- 
eral and _ agricultural resources of thea 
country developed by their lines. An annex to the 
main building will be known as the Foreign De- 
partment, and will be a bonded warehouse, under 
charge of a Treasury Special Agent, for the dis- 
play of such foreign exhibits as thé proprictors do 
not wish to pay duty on. ‘This important conces- 
sion has been made by Secretary Windom, and 
will secure a large amount of foreign 
exhibits. Letters have been received from 
a large number of manufacturers. in 
various European countries, who express a desire 
to enter machinery for exhibition, but object to 
paying duties on it unless it is sold in this coun- 
try. which, of course,could not be promised. In 
addition to the buildings mentioned there will be a 
large restaurant for the accommodation of visitors, 
and Director-General Kimball is particularly inter- 
ested in ‘a press pavilion’? which he intonds put- 
ting up for the use of visiting journalists. It is to 
be a very complete affair, with reception ang ante 
rooms, and fitted up with desks and everrthing 
necessary for literary work, even to stationery and 
postate stamps. Arrangements have also been 
made for building a large and fine hotel in Atlanta, 
which will greaily increase accommodations al- 
ready considered ample. 

An exhibit which will probably attract the atten- 
tion of more visitors than any other will b> a cot- 
ton-field, showing the plant in all stages of growth. 
Thirty acres of the park have been laid out in half- 
acre lots, and given to as many different planters 
for a competitive trial of skill in cultivation. Pains 
have been taken to make this a complete display 
of every variety of cotton in the world. Seed has 
been imported from Africa, Ind{fa, and other parts 
of the world, sometimes at great expense, a single 
half-pound of acertain rare i, soy naving cost 
$200in gold. This plantation has been aiready 
seeded, and is now being cultivated under the 
general direction of Mark Hardin, a well-known 
representative Southern planter. Material for an- 
other interesting display is being gathered by Mr. 
Edward Atkinson, who has charge of the 
foreign exhibit of fabrics and fibres, and 
is collecting specimens of every variety of 
cotton goods, fibres, and primitive machinery 
for treating them. He is ransacking every portion 
of the world to make his gathering complete. A 
full display of agricultural implements will also be 
made. Facilities of access to the exhibition will 
be afforded by the Western and Atlantic Railroad, 
which is building a fine depot on the grounds and 
will run a track to and entirely around the main 
building, while much attention will be given to ex- 
cursions from all parts of the country. 

The work is to be under the general charge of 
Director-General H. I. Kimball, and there will be 
12 chiefs of departments. J. W. Ryckman, the 
Secretary of the board, will be Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Installation of Exhibits; John 
C. Peck, of Atlanta, will be Chief of 
the Department of Construction; Charles T. 
Sabin, of Montpelier, Vt., of that of En- 
gineering and Machinery, and W. B., Wren, 
of Atlanta, of Transportation. The other staff 
officers have not yet been appointed. The pro- 
gramme of the exhibition has been arranged with 
a view to presenting a series of attractions. For 
the first two or three weeks after the opening, in 
October, it will be expected to present sufficient in- 
ducembtnt in itself to draw all the visitors it can 
accommodate, but after that time there will 
be a number of special exhibits. One will 
be a display of horses and muies; another, a cat- 
tle, sheep. and hog show. Therg, will also be Joe 
try and bench shows, and an agricultural and hor- 
ticultural fair,“while the Bong of special excursion 
days, so successfully tried by the Centennial Expo- 
sition managers, will also be adopted. Allusion 
has been made to foreign exhibits. Itis believed 
that these will form an impdrtant feature of 
the display. In addition to those from European 
countries, both Brazil and Chili have already ex- 
pressed their desire, through their respective Gov- 
ernments, to be represented. They say they wish 
forcloser relations with the United States, and will 
take part in this exhibition in the hope that Ameri- 
can manufacturers may be induced to establish 
agencies in their countries. Naturally, the project- 
ors of the enterprise feel very much encouraged. 
They now express the belief that the Atlanta Cot- 
ton Exhibition will take rank among the great 
fairs of the world.

(TROUBLE CAUSED BY AN ENGLISH 
REPRESENTATIVE. 
@0W HE SNUBBED THE AMERICAN DIREC- 
_ TORS—HIS ATTEMPT TO GET RID OF 
THE LOCAL MANAGER—RESIGNATION OF 
THE AMERICAN BOARD. 


’ * Engaged particularly,’ was the reason as- 
\slgned to a Times reporter by Mr. T. Walton 
‘Thomson, at the Windsor Hotel, for declining to 
speak regarding charges of a grave nature’pre- 
ferred against him by a number of the first business 
men of New-York. Mr. Thomson isan English- 
man, and has been inthis country since October 
last, representing, or misrepresenting it is alleged, 
the interests of the Queen Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of Liverpool and London. For the past 
‘14 years the American manager of this com- 
pany has been Mr. William H. Ross,’ a gentle- 
moan. against whose ability ‘and ~ integrity 
nothing had ever been even _ indirectly 
insinuated till-the appearance of Mr. Thomson, 
seven months ago. Then Mr. Ross was charged 
jwith incompetency and all manner of flagrant 
‘offenses. Mr. Thomson attended a general meet- 
ing of the Queen’s American Board of Directors 
and Trustees only a little subsequent to his arrival 
in this City, and at that meeting, his first associa- 
tion with the members of the board, he announced 
his intention of instituting not a few radical 
vhanges in the American management, first among 
avhich was the appointment of a successor to 
Bir. Ross. He sought no advice. He spoke 
fs one having all authority, ignoring utterly 
the rights of the American board to have 
ey voice inthe matter. This dictatorial manner 
of deportment was not pleasant to the gentlemen 
who.composed that board, and they promptly and 
‘gpiritedly resented Representative Thomson’s 
feffensive action. The New-York Trustees were 
®amuel D. Babcock, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce; William H. Macy, President of the 
‘Seamen’s Bank for Savings; James M. Morrison, 
President of the Manhattan Bank. The Board of 
‘Directors comprised Mr. Babcock, Francis H. N. 
(Whiting, Henry F. Spaulding, David Bingham, 
tafartin Bates, Josiah M. Fiske, and H. B. Claflin. 

Mr. Thomson's announcement that he proposed 
to force Mr. Ross to resign awakened the most 
bitter opposition. Not one of all the board would 
credit the representations .of incompetency, while 
‘the various petty charges recited by Mr. Thomson 


“were scoffed at as puerile fabrications. The mem- 
bers of the board declared their faith in Mr. Ross, 
bis thorough honesty, his efficiency, and his fimess 
\for the position he held. His management, it was 
‘further set forth, had been in perfect harmony 
with the iaeas of the American tees and Di- 
rectors. Criticism much more pointed than flatter- 
ing was indulged in at the expense of Mr. Thomson. 
‘It was the intent of the Directors to forward this 
‘expression of opinion to the English board, but 
\just prior to the time fixed for taking such action 
‘® partial compromise was effected, by the terms of 
‘which Mr. Thomson consented not to insist on his 
peremptory demand for the deposal of Mr. Ross. 
He pledged, it is stated, to withhold the recom- 
mendation he had we ok for transmission to the 
‘English Directors. ut for some reason, unex- 
lained, he chose to ignore such obligation. His 
charges of mismanagement and sundry misde- 
meanors against Mr. Ross were presented at 
Liverpool. Intelligence of this action was not a 
long time suppressed. The American Directors 
“were indignant. They openly charged Mr. Thomson 
with double-dealing and deceit—one of the most 
mrominent of them posting him publicly as a liar. 
ir. H. F. Spaulding wrote a caustic letter, ex- 
tremely severe, and he then resigned, averring that. 
he was unable longer to have any relations with a 
man of Mr. Thomson’s character. On April 8 the 
remaining members of the board, with one excep- 
tion, also tendered resignations. The gentleman 
not joining in this matter was Mr. David Bingham, 
avhose brother is a member of the Liverpool board, 
pnd said to be an especially close friend of Mr. 
Thomson. Mr. James M. Morrison had died, but up 
to the time of death he was in full sympathy with 
Mr. Babcock, Mr. Whiting, and the other gentle- 
yoen against the rule of the English representative. 
‘The resignation wiil take effect on the 15th inst., 
the Directors having till that date connection with 
the company. Upon this account some of them de- 
cline to discuss the situation, but there are others 
not so reticent. : 
One of the retiring Directors said last night: 
‘“'The Queen is an exceptionally strong company, 
but it has been terribly damaged in New-York by 
she indiscretions of this ——-—— Thomson, who has. 
tome over here to put on airs, insult us all, and raise 
;——- generally.’ Another member of the disrupted 
\merican board, ana of less excitable tem- 
verament, said: “It is a long story, this: 
}ontest of ours with Thomson, but it 
ii not without interest. We gentlemen 
xvho have constituted the Queen’s American 
ynanagement are conservative business men, and of 
experience. In directing the business of the Queen.. 
we instructed Mr. Ross as to the plans appearing. 
to us most advisable. He in all things concurred 
with us. We deemed it better to await better 
times ere seeking after any decided increase of 
business, knowing, as we did, the perils of carrying 
p heavy load during the depression of trade. Thom- 
gon put in an appearance last October as the repre- 
sentative of the Liverpool board, and immediately 
exerted himself to attack our entire administration. 
It was evident that he was determined to make a 
record. He hankered after a reputation as a re- 
former. He -was intent upon impressing his em- 
parte. with his wonderful genius. He was appar- 
ently willing to go any length, lend himself to any 
’cheme, and sacrifice everything for his own glory. 
Determined upon this self-agzrandizement, he at 
once, without anything akin to a fair or full 
investigation, announced that Mr. Ross must 
go and a new manager be installed. We 
somewhat emphatically informed him that 
ave would not be privy to the accomplish- 
ment of this outrageous purpose. The reasons 
for the retirement of Mr. Ross as he stated them 
‘vere absolutely silly—or worse. ‘The defalcation 
ot a few dollars by a subordinate was chief among 
the grievous crimes laid at the docr of, the mana- 
ger. Now, we had known Mr. Ross too long and 
too intimately to suffer any such insignificant fel- 
tow to malign him without even the shadow of 
justification. The numerous trivial charges pre- 
sented against Mr. Ross were bald fabrications, pre- 
sented to order by officious subordinates willing to 
act dishonorablyin theiranxiety to placate Thom- 
san. We defended and s:pported Mr. Ross against 
fhomson’s onslaught, whereupon the great man 
assumed a dignified demeanor and essayed to lord 
it over usall. He sought to impress upon us our 
tter insignificence, giving us to understand that 
ae in reality were not Directors, but clerks; it was 
our duty not to direct, but to be directed—in short, 
jhe informed us in the most offensive manner 
that we were mere tools, to be used as such 
as he might deem meet. We retired from the 
Directory. Priorto our resignations there was an: 
arrangement effected by which Thomson pledged 
to cease his attack on Mr. Ross, and we consented 
to theappointment of Mr. James A. Macdonald as 
associate manager for the ensuing year. Having 
made one point upon the strength of this pledge, 
Thomson at once set about sae srg Nag in 
his oWn mean manner his onslaught on Mr. Ross 
was presented, as he had ail along intended. He 
lied deliberately to us. But he struck too late. 
Mr. Ross cannot be deposed this year. We do not 
believe that Mr. Thomson has any special personal 
antipathy toward Mr. Ross. He seeks only his own 
pegrandizement, and the better to accomplish his 
end he makes this furious onslaught. . Nor is this 
the only bid he makes tor favor. He has been 
spending his time in establishing sub-manage- 
ments and  parceling out American _ terri- 
tory after a strictly original if not com- 
mendable plam The result of all this he will 
sound with a great flourish of trumpets in England, 
expatiating upon the general depravity and brain- 
Jessness of other men, crying out loud above all 
else: ‘‘ Whata great manamI!’” He has materi- 
zlly injured the Queen Company in this country, 
pnd there is the very best of reasons for avowing 
that no reputable gentlemen can be prevailed upon 
in New-York to enter the places we vacate in the 
Board of Directors, understandingin advance that 
their positions are to be less than merely nominal— 
to serve, in fact, as subordinate to this fellow

THE FISHZRY COMMISSION. 

The New-York Fishery Commission . will 
close its work to-morrow, as the fiscal year ends 
then, and the Controller refuses, under the law, to 
pay any bills thereafter. This ends the cultivation 
of fish forthe present in this State, and the only 
question that remains is what disposition is to be 
made of the public property, which consists of the 
hetching-house, premises, implements, &c., to- 
‘gether with hundreds of thousands of breeding 
fish that can hardly be collected again if 


they should be needed. There are California 
salmon and trout, Eastern salmon, lake trout, 
rayling, land-locked salmon, brook trout, Dol- 
4 Varden trout, and all manner of cross 
breeds, and the young of some of the latter. 
There are 20,000 breeding California mountain 
trout, which it was expected would restock 
aliour trout brooks in a few years, as they are 

uch more productive than the native species.. 

hether the~ all can be legally sold by the Com-

RELIEVING THE FRIENDLESS. 

The forty-seventh annual meeting of the 
American Female Guardian Society was held yes- 
terday at the Home Chapel in East Twenty-ninth- 
‘street. The report for the year ending April 30, 
4881, states ‘that the Home for the Friendless had 
‘sheltered during the year 865 inmates, and directly 
‘sided 13,946 persons. In {ts Shelter 55 mothers 
‘with infants have been cared for, and 135 women. 
and younggirls. These have been maizly provided 
with situations at service inthe country. Inthe, 
, Rooms se work at reasona- 
o a dono ly Come ned to women weekly, . 
pnd upward of 8,500 garments have, beso Ch 
by them. Eleven — schools have 
een sustained, in tered

access is gained to many homes, and to these 
homes 6,139 visits have been made by the teachers, 
and aid extended to the sick and famishing. <A 
daily lunch of bread is given to the children in the 
schools, and a loaf is often sent to the sufferin 
ones at home; and 78,032 loaves have been require 
for this purpose. The children have made 935 gar- 
ments, which have been subsequently purchased 
for their own use by their reward tickets. Inaddi- 
tion to these, and generous anppues sent from 
many country friends, the Home has furnished 10,- 
140 garments—including shoes and quilts—and 
quantities of provision fortheir necessities.” Ap- 
plicants for aid from outside poor numbered 2,432, 
and, after investigation, assistance was extended 
in 2,080 cases. The Summer home at Oceanport, 
N. J., has been kept open during the entira 
year, with an average family of 382° chil- 
dren and their care-takers. The receipts 
with balance on hand at the beginning of the year, 
were $67,046 23; the expenses, $78,100 25. The an- 
niversary of the society was held yesterday after- 
noon at the Broadway Tabernacle, and was a ve 
pleasantreunion.

BUILDINGS YR. WEBB HAS BUILT. 


~~ 
BRICKS HE WILL LAY A SECOND TIME AFTER 
FIFTY-SEVEN YEARS. of 

Many persons passing through Prince-street 
during the past few years regarded with interest a 
small compact brick building, with iron-grated 
windows and iron-studded door, which stood on 
the north side of the street near Broadway. There 
was nothing about it to indicate the purpose 
for which it was used, but the little old 
building had in its day been the scene 
of business transactions involving miliions 
of dollars. It was the private office cf the Astors, 
and was built by John Jacob Astor in 1824, One of 
the journeymen bricklayers employed on the job 
was Mr. James Webb, now the well-known builder 
of this City, who laid the bricks in the front wall. 
When Mr. John Jacob Astor recently decided to 


tear down the buildings on Broadway, Prince, and 
Mercer-streets, preparatory to erecting a nine- 
story building in its place, Mr. Webb obtained 
the contract for putting up the new structure. 
The demolition of the little office on which he had 
worked 57 years ago recalied pleasant memories to 
the veteran builder, and he had 50 of the best bricks 
cleaned and conveyed to the back yard of his resi- 
dence in Morton-street. He proposes to put on his 
old apron and replace the bricks in that portion of 
the wall of the new building on the site of the old 
office. The foundation walls of the building will 
be sufficiently high to permit this ceremony in 
about three weeks. 

When asked yesterday if there was to be any 
unusual ceremony about the act, Mr. Webb re- 
plied: ‘‘ No, indeed, I’m a plain man, and I don’t 
think I’ let anybody know when I am going to 
lay them.” It is something for a man to be abie to 
say that he worked at his trade at the age of 81, 
and Mr. Webb takes pride in that fact. When he 
laid the bricks in the little office, he said, it was 
the only building in the neighborhood. There were 
occasional buildings along Broadway between 
Chambers and Canal streets. Above that point 
Broadway was ‘the Bloomingdale road.” Grand- 
street was only a common road, without pavement 
or sidewalks, and extended over a hill 50 feet high, 
from Broadway to the Bowery. John Jacob Astor 
lived on Broadway, in about the centre of the 
block on which the Astor House now stands, and 
his fur store was located on about the spot 
now occupied by the kitchen of the hotel. 
Mr.. Webb was born in Warren-street, between 
Church and Chapel streets, Chapel-street is now 
College-place. His parents were poor, and he had 
very little education. He first ** went to school to 
a Madame, at 1s. a week, and afterward to a 
master for about 18 months, at $3 50a quarter.” 
This completed his education, and when he was 13 
6 months old he was apprenticed to a 
mason. The ceremony was a solemn one for the 
boy. It took place before a Police magistrate in 
the basement of the City Hall, when the Bridewell 
wasthere. ‘*There wasa whipping-post on Broad- 
way at that time,” he continued, ‘‘and many a 
time I’ve seen men whipped there, sometimes unti! 
blood was drawn. The whipping-post consisted of 
a raised platform, through which projected a polé 
from the ground. The culprit to be whipped was 
bound to the pole, and the lashes were laid on by a 
Deputy Sheriff.” In his leisure hours during 
the Winter months Mr. Webb used to skate 
on the canal’ through Canal-street, passing under 
the stone bridge at Broadway, aud recollects eat- 
ing radishes which grew in the market gardens 
along Broadway, between Canal and Tenth streets. 
Some of Mr. Webb’s earliest work as a journey- 
man was done on a house for Mr. Jauncey, on that 

art!of Wall-street which afterward was: called 

auncey Court. Mr. Jauncey’s stables were also in 
Wall-street. 

Mr. Webb’s first venture as a builder was the 
erection of a house in Morris-street, between 
Broadway and Greenwich street, for Augustus Van 
Cortlandt, who owned a number of negro slaves. 
Subsequently Mr. Webb conducted nearly all the 
buliding operations of the Astor family, among 
them being Mr. William B. Astor’s house, adjoin- 
ing the Astor Library, in Lafayette-place, and Mr. 
John Jacob Astor’s building on the south-east cor- 
ner of Broadway and Worth-street. Mr. Webb 
also erected, in 1848, the mansion for 
Col. Thorne on the lot between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, where the New-York 
Hospital now stands. That building, Mr. Webb 
says, ‘was considered a grand concern” at the 
time. He also built, in 1854, the house in which he 
resides, at No. 62 Morton-street, and devoted some 
care to the work and the selection of the materials 
for his residence. Itis a substantial, commodious 
structure, three stories high. Mr. Webb particu- 
larly prides himself on the painted ceiling of his 
parlors, which he thinks far better than of modern 
frescoing, and was done by an artist from Rome. 
While he was building his house an Italian called 
upon him and indicated that he would like 
the job of frescoing the walls. He had just arrived 
in this country, and could not oo English. An 
interpreter was summoned, and the artist, havin 
proved his ability, was engaged. He did his work 
well, and the colors are as fresh as though they 


,were lately applied. Standing in his doorway, Mr. 


Webb pointed out the historic spots in the neigh- 
borhood. At the foot of the street once stood the 
mansion of Gen. Norton, who was Mayor of the City 
during Lafayette’s visit to this country in 1824, 
A little above that point stood Fort Gansevoort 
and Rapp’s orchard. Near by were Rapp’s two 
springs, which were supposed to possess medicinal 
properties, and the water of which was bottled 
and sold with other mineral waters. The springs 
were at what is now the intersection of Ganse- 
voort and Washington streets. Speaking about the 
proposed erection of a statue to Washington on 
the steps of the Sub-Treasury, Mr. Webb said he 
remembered that private houses stood on'the pres- 
ent site of the Sub-Treasury after Federal Hali was 
destroyed and before the present building was 
erected. One of his acquaintances, a slater, was 


killed by falling from the top of one of those build- 


ings while putting on the roof,

e Local Improvement Committee reported 
tifying progress in certain public improvements 
nthe two wards. One of the most important sub- 
jects, however, that of drainage, had been ne- 
glected. The committee had had a gréat deal of 
trouble in the matter, and were confronted with 
red tape in every direction. The Legislature of 
1880 had an act obviating certain objections 
raised, and the Park Department was willing 
to go to work, but the Corporation Coun- 
sel fiad not mys he the right of way.

DEATH OF ANDREW BOARDMAN.

HIS CAREER AT THE BAR, START IN MEDICINE, 


AND SERVICES TO THE UNION. 


Mr. Andrew Boardman, senior member of 
the well-known law firm of Boardman & Boardman, 
died at an early hour yesterday morning after a 
fortnight’s illness. His malady was erysipelas, 
complicated with pneumonia. Mr. Boardman was 
in his seventieth year, having been born in England 
on March 12, 1812. Whena mere lad he came to 
New-York, and subsequently as a student of medi- 
cirié entered the office of David L. Rogers. His 
taste for a practical medical life did not develop 


as he had hoped, and, though a devoted student, he 
never entered upon active practice in the profes- 
sion. Of literary tastes and talent, he became a 
competitor for the gold medal offered by Geneva 
College for the best thesis on medical education. 
He wrote woige but dared to declare many views 
at variance with current medical creeds, and, 
while it was admitted that his thesis, as a thesis, 
was the best, the Faculty divided on the question 
of awarding the medal to him owing to the hetero- 
dox views advanced. The objectors carried their 
point, but in so doing they wrought much damage 
to the oonere. whose medical faculty was irre- 
mediably broken up. Disgusted:at what he consid- 
ered a com injustice, Dr. Boardman quit once and 
for all his connection with medicine and entered 
the law office of Jesse W. Benedict, with whom a 
few years later he formed a pertnership. The firm 
of Benedict & Boardman became celebrated in 
New-York as second to none on questions of com- 
mercial law. In 1871, Mr. Benedict, on account of 
ill health, retired from active work, and the firm 
name became Boardman & Boardman, the added 
name being that of Mr. Samuel Boardman, a junior 
brother, who for 15 years or more had really been 
apartner. The new firm prospered, as did the old. 
Andrew Boardman’s name, at various periods in 
his career, was mentioned in connection with 
judicial positions of a public character, but he was 
without such aspirations, and his support was 
rather from his fellow-members of the Bar than 
from politicians, with whom he never sought friend- 
ly relations. He wasa prominent member of the 
Bar Association, and much interested in law re- 
forms. He was amorg those who first favored the 
adoption of the old code, being recently well dis- 
posed toward the new code, dissenting from it 
merely asto minor matters. Two score yearsago Mr. 
Boardman became muchiinterested in phrenology, 
and when Coombs, the Scotch Professor, came to 
this country as the apostle of that science, Mr. 
Boardman was his closest American friend. It 
was he who —s ently edited and directed the 
publication of Prof. Coombs’s lectures. He him- 
self presented what he considered the strong 
points of phrenolo, ina volume which to-day is 
accepted as an authority. At the ontbreak of the 
rebellion Mr. Boardman wasin England, and, in a 
series of articles contributed to the leading London 
ournals, stoutly championed the cause of the 
Inion, and did not a little to suppress public ex- 
pressions of sympathy forthe South. Mr. Board- 
man was at that time thé guest of Edwin 
Chadwick, the adviser of Napoleon, Victo- 
ria, and other European rulers in sanitary 
matters, Mr. Boardman was related to Chad- 
wick, the relationship becoming more close by his 
marriage in early life to Mr. Chadwick’s sister. 
This lady died some years ago, and in June, 1879, 
Mr. Boardman was remarried. His second wife 
was the widow of Gardiner G. Yoellen, who, with 
an infant son, survives him. By his first marriage 
he leaves three daughters—two of them married— 
and one son, who isa member of the law firm of 
Boardman & Boardman. The funeral is appointed 
for Saturday morning, at 9 o’clock, at the family 
residence, No. 18 East Forty-fifth-street. The in- 
terment will take place at Poughkeepsie, Mr. 
Boardman having for some years past had a coun- 
try seat in Dutchess County. 
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DIAMONDS IN AN OLD TRUNE.

VANDERBILT PROPERTY LOST FIVE YEARS 
AGO TURNS UP ON AN A8H-CART, 

Among the rubbish which the ashman re- 
moved from the Vanderbilt residence at Fifth-ave- 
nue and Fortieth-street, Tuesday afternoon, were 
a number of old trunks too much battered for 
future Summer journeys and tooinfirm to be longer 
considered an object of value even by the domes- 
tics. The ashman was hailed before he had driven 
a block by Daniel O’Reilly, an assistant to 
the florist Matheser, at No. 673 Sixth-avenue, who 
wished to purchase one of the trunks. The ash- 
man wanted $1, but finally condescended to sell 
for 50 cents, and handed down the top trunk to 


O'Reilly. The latter lifted it into a hand-cart, 
which he and Duncan Cameron were wheel- 
ing back totheir employers after having served 
a number of customers with flowers. As they were 
passing the Vanderbilt mansion O’Reilly saw that 
one of the hinges was missing, and dropping the 
handle of the cart he opened the trunk 
with just the faintest notion that the hinge 
was inside. He found no hinge, but instead a piece 
of newspaper, in which was wrapped in cotton a 
brooch set with stones that glistened as they were 
brought into the sunlight. The Scotchman’s eyes 
caught the sparkle, and he fairly howled: ‘* Hoot, 
mon, ye'’re a lucky divil. They’re diamonds.” 

They hurriedly trundled their cart to the store, 
and young O’Reilly set the trunk on end in one 
corner. ‘ Ah ha! so you've got William H. Vander- 
bilt’y trunk, you rascal,” said Mr. Matheser good- 
naturedly on seeing the initials “‘W.H. V.” anda 
baggage tag on which was ** No. 459 Fifth-avenue.”’ 
‘Yes, and something better, I think,” was 
O’Reilly’s reply, as he produced the brooch. 
There was some doubt as to the genuineness of the 
stones, and the pin was placed in the darkina 
closet among the flowers to see whether it would 
glitter. The experiment was pronounced success- 
ful, and a neighboring jeweler was asked to ap- 
praise the brooch. ‘He can’t be avery poor man 
who owns this,” he said. ‘‘If he wants $700 cash 
down, he can have it.’”” O’Reilly says he counted 81 
stones init. He took his prize to his home, at No. 
547 Seventh-avenue, and showed it to his parents. 
Miles O'Reilly, the father, is a hard-working, honest 
fellow, who for 25 years has driven a Madison- 
avenue stage. As soon ashe heard his son’s story, 
he said: “ Ye’ll take that to Mr. Vanderbilt, my 
boy. Maybe his wife or daughter has lost it.” 
The pin was placed inatrunk, which was locked 
and then thrust under the bed to be out of the 
“raich of any prying booglars,”’ as Mr. O’Reilly re- 
marked, Yesterday morning his son told the story 
of his discovery to Chauncey M. Depew and Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt at the Grand Central Depot. He 
agreed to place the ea in their hands until the 
question of its ownership was settled. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt told the story of its loss toa 
TrimkEs reporter yesterday afternoon. ‘It was five 
years ago that I Jost this pin,” said she. ‘‘ We were 
at Saratoga at the time, and although we hunted in 
every direction we could find nothing of it. I 
spent altogether six monthsin the search before I 
gaveitup. At one time I had half a mind to adver- 
tise it. Then I abandoned that idea and with it the 
thought of ever seeing the pin again. It must have 
got lodged in some way between the trunk and the 
lining. The rough handling which the ashman 
Smaps § gave it must have loosened it from its 

iding-place. We are certain it was not to be seen 
when the trunk was taken from the baggage-room, 
for it was searched, together with the others. The 
pin was an ordinary brooch, with a large central 
diamond, set inacircle of eight smaller stones. 
Around this circle clustered a lot of tiny diamonds, 
and from the lower edge of the pin dropped a num- 
ber of pendants with two or three stones in each. 
Perhaps there are 40 stones altogether—I never 
counted them. It was valued at about $1,500.” 


GERMAN BOYS WHO GAMBLE.

INCIDENTS OF A TOUR THROUGH GERMAN- 
TOWN BY TRUANCY AGENTS, 

The Seventeenth Ward is one of the most 
populous in the City. It comprises the district be- 
tween Stanton and Fourteenth streets, Avenue B 
and Third-ayenue. It is a part of Germantown, 
and is crowded with factories and tenements, 
German {is spoken in the groceries, drug stores, 
dry goods stores, and butchershops. A largenum- 


ber of Bohemians live in the district, especially in 
the neighborhood of Fourth-street. The truancy 
agents visited this ward yesterday. As a 
rule, there are more children who attend 
school in aps gomapes to population in this ward 
thanin any of the otherdown-town wards, for al- 
most every German understands the benefit of an 
education, and sends his children to some school. 
Many of the boys while on their way to school are 
enticed away by the street arabs. Candy stores 
are favorite resorts for these children, and in many 
such places they receive their firstlessonsin gam- 
bling. Agent Martinez caught severalin a candy 
store yesterday. Some of them had their books 
with them. Mr. Martinez said thatin the rear of 
many candy stores there were gambling-rooms for 
children. The gambling implements here used are 
usuallf dice and thin fron bars that revolve on 
pivots, and the prizes offered are candy, 
pocket-knives, and other small articles, at 
1 penny and 2 cents a chance. While in Thir- 
teenth-street, near Avenue B, Agent Martinez 
saw a wild-looking boy playing. He questioned 
him, and the boy ran into the rear of a tenement- 
house. Martinez followed, and was met by a 
vicious-looking nand two young women, who 
greeted the agent in language more forcible than 
elegant, and asked what he wanted of the boy. 
The women ally were very proiane. Mar- 
tinez showed them his badge and explained his 
business. This had a salutary effect, the persons 
became more civil, and promised to send the boy 
to school. Among other boys was a bare-footed 
little urchin with a sad. sickly face, who was seen 
carrying a basket and begging at the doors of 
houses. He said his father was laid up with a sore 
Jeg in the hospital, bis mother had three little chil- 
dren besides himself, and had nothing to feed 
them with.
